М FOREWORD 


It is a matter of pleasure that the Seventh Annual Report of the Higher Education Department, 
Government of West Bengal is being published. This is a status report on the different institutions working in 
the field of higher education in the state. In addition, it highlights the achievements of the Government in 
broad terms during 1998-99, with emphasis on policies, programmes and their implementation. 


I take this opportunity to enumerate some of our efforts. The main thrust of our policy has been on the 
qualitative improvement in the field of higher education scenario—not only in the upgradation of classroom, 
library and laboratory facilities, but also in creating an optimum ambience for teacher-student interaction. 
Secondly, we are following a policy of decentralisation of higher education by establishing new colleges in the 
remotest corners of our state. Thirdly, we are continuing our effort of diversification of the subject composition 
of the colleges by introducing modern subjects (e.g. Computer Science, Electronics, Molecular Biology, 
Journalism, Sociology and Physical Education), while keeping a balance with the traditional ones. Fourthly, 
we are encouraging introduction of vocational subjects that may generate job opportunities together with the 
prospect of self-employment. Fifthly, the relevance of Engineering and Technological Education is emphasised 
so that adequate number of qualified technical personnel can be generated to uphold the continuing 
development programmes of our state and the country as a whole. Sixthly, we also have a policy to focus on 
the optimum utilisation of all the available resources for all-round development of higher education; as such, 
we encourage exploration and mobilisation of any internal resource to stand self-sufficient. Finally, it is 
iterated that improvement in higher education cannot be achieved without proper accountability, at all stages, 
of those involved in this field. 


In pursuance of the policies mentioned above, the Netaji Subhas Open University has been established to 
provide opportunities of higher education to all those who cannot be accommodated in conventional 
institutions owing to socio-economic conditions or other limitations and to those who are employed, 
housewives or just wishing to upgrade their knowledge. It will serve even the remote areas through 
correspondence, mass media and study centres. 


The State Government have approved the establishment of seven new degree colleges in different parts of 
the state to bring higher education to the doorstep of the people. In addition, the State Government have 
recommended to the universities concerned the introduction of 285 subjects in Arts, Commerce and Science 
streams (Pass and Honours) in 125 colleges. A Postgraduate course in one subject has been introduced in a 
Government College. Vocational subjects such as Computer Applications, Tax Procedures, Advertisement and 
Tourism and Travel Management are being introduced to increase the relevance of education to employment, 
including self-employment. At the same time, steps have been taken to expand and strengthen Engineering 
and Technological Education. Five new engineering colleges have started admitting students. Postgraduate 
courses have been introduced in the Bengal Engineering College (Deemed University). Financial grants have 
been provided to the various types of colleges and institutes for renovation and new construction of buildings. 


This report does not include the result of other efforts that are aimed at improving the quality of 
education. Even then I hope this report will be found useful.

11 INTRODUCTION 


This report is being published for the seventh year in succession. It covers the activities of the Department 
of Higher Education of the Government of West Bengal for the year 1998-99. The information on other 
departments of education is not included here. The report presents the status of higher education in the State 
and has no relevance as a Government Order or other official proclamations. The accounts of the activities of 
different organisations are based on the reports as updated and submitted by the organisations themselves. 


PRESENT STATUS 


The Department of Higher Education came into existence when the function of the Education Department 
was split in 1977. The Department exercises, in varying degrees, administrative control on and gives financial 
support to the educational institutions such as the General Degree Colleges, State Universities, organisations 
such as the West Bengal Council of Higher Education, the West Bengal State Book Board, the West Bengal 
College Service Commission, etc. 


12 ADMINISTRATIVE SET-UP 


The highest executive of the Higher Education Department is the Minister-in-Charge of Higher 
Education. He is the guiding figure in the total administrative set-up at both Department and Directorate 
levels. At present, Prof. Satyasadhan Chakraborty is the Minister-in-Charge of Higher Education. 


The Principal Secretary is the official head of the Department of Higher Education. He is assisted by a 
Special Secretary, Joint Secretaries, Deputy Secretaries, Assistant Secretaries and Officers on Special Duty. The 
Principal Secretary also functions as the Secretary to the Chancellor of the Universities connected with the 
Department. 


The Department of Higher Education is comprised of a number of branches and cells, namely, 
Establishment Branch, Budget Branch, University Branch апа Chancellor’s Secretariat, Non-Government 
College Branch, Government College Branch, Government College (Training) Branch, Appointment Branch, 
М.С.С. Branch, Technical Education Branch, Archives Branch, Miscellaneous and Social Education Branch, 
Pension Cell, N.S.S. Cell, Vigilance Cell and Audit Cell. 


EDUCATION DIRECTORATE 

The commitment of the Department of Higher Education in financial and administrative matters of the 
Colleges (Government and Non-Government branches) are carried out through the Education Directorate. 
The Directorate is headed by the Director of Public Instruction who is also an ex officio Secretary to the 
Government of West Bengal. 


Тһе D.P.L. is assisted by Deputy Directors of Public Instruction (DDPIs) and Assistant Directors of Public 
Instruction (ADPIs). The sections of the Education Directorate which deal with various matters related to the 
Colleges include Appointment, College (Non-Government and Government), Pay Packet (PPS), U.G.C., 
Training, Accounts, Physical Education, Scholarships & Stipends, Planning & Statistics (P & S), Social 
Education, Hindi Education, National Cadet Corps (N.C.C.) and Law. There are also some special cells under 
the Directorate, namely, Audit Cell, Law Cell, etc. The sectional activities are performed under the supervision 
of different DDPIs/ADPIs. Besides, there are Accounts and Administrative Officers who supervise functions 
like release of pay packet, grants, pension, drawal of salaries, e р 
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DIRECTORATE OF TECHNICAL EDUCATION 

The Higher Education Department exercise administrative and financial control over the engineering and 
technological colleges in this state through the Directorate of Technical Education which is headed by the 
Director of Technical Education (D.T.E.). The D.T.E. is assisted by Additional Director of Technical Education, 
Joint Directors of Technical Education, Deputy Directors of Technical Education, Assistant Directors of 
Technical Education and other staff members. 


DISTRICT LEVEL ADMINISTRATION 

There are three Regional Education Offices under the Education Directorate located in Calcutta, 
. Chinsurah and Jalpaiguri, controlling Presidency, Burdwan and Jalpaiguri divisions respectively. Deputy 
Regional Education Officers (D.R.E.Os.) are in charge of these three offices now. They have the status of 
ex officio A.D.PI. Тһе D.R.E.Os. assist the D.P.L. in the supervision of the Non-Government Colleges. The 
D.R.E.O., Jalpaiguri also releases the pay packet for Colleges in all the districts of Jalpaiguri division excepting 
Malda district.

WEST BENGAL COLLEGE SERVICE COMMISSION 


The Commission came into existence in 1979 to prepare merit panels of candidates eligible for recruitment 
to the posts of Lecturer in different subjects in the affiliated colleges of West Bengal and to recommend 
candidates for appointment in the vacant posts of Lecturer. The Commission also organises State Level 
Eligibility Test (SLET) for Lectureship in Universities and Colleges. 


WEST BENGAL DISTRICT GAZETTEERS 
This wing publishes/reprints the Gazetteers of different districts of West Bengal, the State Gazetteer and 
allied literature. 


PASCHIM BANGA HINDI ACADEMY 
This Academy has been promoting the cause of Hindi in West Bengal since 1990. 


STATE ARCHIVES 


It is a specialised wing of the Department of Higher Education functioning as a repository of historical 
records. 


BOARD OF COMMERCIAL EDUCATION 


This Board conducts Government Commercial Courses Special Examination for testing proficiency in 
typewriting, stenography, etc.

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CHAPTER—2 


MAIN ACTIVITIES AND ACHIEVEMENTS DURING 1998-99 


21 INTRODUCTION 


This financial year is the second year of the Ninth Five-Year Plan. Despite a resource crunch, it has been 
marked by distinctive achievements on the part of the Higher Education Department. Programmes have been 
taken to expand course options and to diversify subjects in non-urban areas. An Open University has been 
established for the benefit of those who cannot attend regular colleges. The College Service Commission, West 
Bengal has been conducting State Level Eligibility Test for Lectureship in Universities and Colleges. The West 
Bengal State Council of Higher Education is engaged in co-ordinating the activities of State Universities and in 
advising the State Government on various issues connected with higher education. 


2.2 POLICIES 


The following principles have guided the formulation and implementation of different programmes for 
higher education: 


(i) Expansion of access to higher education and decentralisation of power-base. 
(ii) Equity in educational opportunity and social justice. 


(iii) Consolidation and qualitative improvement of colleges and expanding the base of social relevance of 
higher education. 


(iv) Linkage of education to employment through vocationalization. 
(v) Emphasis on engineering and technological education. 
(vi) Diversification of subject composition. 
(vii) Emphasis on scientific research. 
(viii) Emphasis at the same time on arts, culture, languages, physical education and humanistic values. 
(ix) Mobilisation of internal resources. 


(x) Accountability at all stages. 


23 ADMINISTRATIVE APPROVAL TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW DEGREE COLLEGES 


The State Government provides financial assistance to non-Government colleges under the Pay Packet 
Scheme which is administered in terms of the West Bengal Colleges (Payment of Salaries) Act, 1978. The State 
Government, therefore, has to examine proposals for the establishment of non-government colleges and 
recommen appropriate cases to the Universities concerned for affiliation. In 1998-99, the State Government 
gave administrative approval to the establishment of seven degree colleges keeping in view its policy to set up 
colleges in rural areas.

2.5 TECHNICAL EDUCATION 

In order to stimulate growth in modern industries and meet the challenges of global liberalisation, the 
Government of West Bengal has given special emphasis on the development and proper utilisation of technical 
manpower. 

The laboratory and workshop facilities have been improved in the Engineering and Technological 
Departments at the Jadavpur University, the В.Е. College (D.U.), the Calcutta University, the Jalpaiguri 
Government Engineering College and other Technological Colleges. The Kalyani Engineering College now 
offers full facilities for work in the laboratories. 

The newly established Engineering Colleges at Bankura, Kolaghat, Asansol, Bantala and Murshidabad 
offers courses in new subjects to cater to the needs of modern industries. These include Instrumentation, 
Electronics, Communication Technology and Computer Technology. The intake capacity at the degree level has 
increased by 930 during the last two years. 

Adequate provision of funds for library, classrooms, hostel and equipment (in addition to the existing 
grants) has been made for Textile and Ceramic Technology Colleges. 
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New Post-graduate courses in Engineering and Technology have been introduced in the B.E. College (D.U.); 
additional funds have been provided to upgrade the existing facilities for this purpose. 


26 UNIVERSITY EDUCATION 


The State Government has sanctioned а total sum of Rs. 213.52 lakhs to the Universities of Calcutta, Jadavpur, 
Kalyani, Burdwan, North Bengal, Rabindra Bharati and Vidyasagar up to 12.1.1999 in the financial year 
1998-99. Out of this amount, a sum of Rs. 133.52 lakhs is meant for construction and Rs. 80 lakhs for books, 
journals, furniture and equipment. A sum of Rs. 32.5 lakhs has also been sanctioned to Netaji Subhas Open 
University. Besides, a total sum of Rs. 1.00 crore has been sanctioned for the repair of historic buildings of 
different Universities of the State.

2.7 NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


The State Government assists the non-Government colleges to improve their quality of education and 
infrastructure. 


Funds are sanctioned for development programmes like repair / construction of class rooms, common rooms, 
toilets, libraries, laboratories, auditoriums, hostels and boundary walls as well as repair /installation of electrical 
works. Some of the colleges which have received assistance are Rammohan College, Acharya Prafulla Chandra 
College, Sarojini Naidu College for Women, Bonhooghly College of Commerce, Ramkrishna Mission Residential 
College, Sova Rani Memorial College, Serampore College, Arambagh Girls' College, Garhbeta College, Burdwan 
Raj College, M.U.C. Women's College, Kulti College, Krishna Chandra College, J. K. College, Chakdaha College, 
Dinhata College and Mathabhanga College. 
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Fundsare also provided to the non-Government colleges for the purchase of books, equipment and furniture. 
Besides, the State Government also assists colleges for the celebration of Jubilees and for organising seminars 
and exhibitions.

29 STATE ARCHIVES 

A new building for the State Archives at 43, Shakespeare Sarani, Calcutta was opened on 6th April, 1998. 
The activities of the Archives and its use by the public will be more systematic and comprehensive in this new > 
building. At present, the archival officials are engaged in (a) classification of the records of the P.W.D. and the 
Board of Revenue, and (b) microfilming of the I.B. records. 


2.10 DISTRICT GAZETTEERS 

The Gazetteers of all the districts, except Midnapore, have been revised and published. The Midnapore 
District Gazetteer, both in English and Bengali, is expected to be completed in 1999. The office has brou ght out 
reprints of Six Bengal District Gazetteers—Murshidabad, Bankura, Birbhum, Burdwan, Midnapore and 
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24-Parganas—of ‘A Statistical Account of Bengal’ by W. W. Hunter and ‘Annals of Rural Bengal’ by W. W. 
Hunter. An updated edition of 'A summary of the changed in the jurisdiction of districts in Bengal’ by Rai 
Monmohan Chakrabartti Bahadur brought out recently, has been welcomed by scholars. 


2.11 WEST BENGAL STATE COUNCIL OF HIGHER EDUCATION 

The West Bengal State Council of Higher Education, established under West Bengal Act XXXVII of 1994 
started functioning in April 1995. The Council is located at 147A, Rashbehari Avenue, Calcutta 700 029, in a 
building owned by the Higher Education Department. 


The functions of the Council, as stated in the Act, are broadly:

Monitoring the introduction of three-year degree course under the affiliating State Universities. 
The Council organised a workshop to prepare guidelines of syllabuses in five different subjects, 
viz. Bengali, Political Science, History, Mathematics and Physics for the Part II (General) course of 
study in which experts from almost all the State Universities and Visva-Bharati participated. A 
similar workshop will be organised by the Council jointly with Vidyasagar University for some 
other important subjects. 
A high-level conference on ‘Science & Technology—research for New Horizons! was organised by 
the Council on 27th November 1998 at Great Eastern Hotel, Calcutta. The conference was attended 
by His Excellency the Governor of West Bengal, Vice-Chancellors of all universities in West Bengal, 
Directors of research institutes, officers and policy-makers. They discussed the need and scope of 
introducing new courses in science and technology in the State at the under-graduate and the post 
graduate level. The Council brought out a Handbook on the Opportunities of Education in Science 
and Technology in West Bengal on this occasion. As a follow-up of the Conference, the Council has 
set up a subcommittee to implementa programme of co-operation between universities and research 
institutes in the State and ensure sharing of expensive infrastructure. 
A Law Subcommittee formed by the Council inspected all the Law Colleges and the University 
Law Departments in the State and submitted a report on the state of Law education in West Bengal 
along with suggestions for improvement. 
The Council organised a 'Concept Orientation Seminar on Physical Education as an Elective Subject 
at Undergraduate Level—an Overview'. The Principals of many undergraduate colleges, experts in 
Physical Education and Government Officials attended the seminar. As a result of the effort of the 
Council, Physical Education has been accepted as an Elective Subject within the degree course by 
Vidyasagar University, Burdwan University, Kalyani University, Calcutta University and North 
Bengal University and is being offered in ten affiliated colleges. 
The Council has formed a Subcommittee on Vocational Education and is in the process of collecting 
information on the Vocational Courses running at different undergraduate colleges in the State. 
The Council hosted the affiliated colleges—SCOVE (Subcommittee on Vocational Education) interface 
meetings, which were held in the Committee Room of the Council. 
The Council has also formed a Subcommittee on University Acts and Statutes, which is reviewing 
the Acts and Statutes on different State universities and will suggest necessary amendments to the 
same. 
The Council has been co-operating with the West Bengal State Book in producing books on 
Environment and some other subjects. 
The Council organised a workshop jointly with the "National Assessment & Accreditation Council" 
in which representatives of universities and affiliated colleges of both West Bengal and Orissa 
participated. 
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2.12 WEST BENGAL COLLEGE SERVICE COMMISSION 


The West Bengal College Service Commission came into existence on November 02, 1979 in terms of 
Act LXII of 1978. The two main functions of the Commission are: 

(1) To prepare merit panels of candidates eligible for recruitment to the posts of Lecturer in different 
subjects in the Degree Colleges affiliated to Calcutta University, Burdwan University, North Bengal 

University, Kalyani University and Vidyasagar University. 
(2) To recommend candidates for appointment to fill in the vacant posts of Lecturer in different subjects 
as requisitioned by the affiliated Colleges against substantive posts. The Commission also 
recommends suitable persons for appointment to the posts of Principals for affiliated Degree Colleges. 


The activities of the Commission during the period of 1998-99 are indicated below. 

(1) In terms of Advertisement No. 2/95 [(vide С.О. No. 277-Edn (CS)] dt. 19-4-95) for empanelment of 
eligible candidates іп 28 different subjects / disciplines, 3701 candidates appeared for the interview 
in 27 subjects and 1617 candidates were empanelled. 

Altogether 1459 candidates have been recommended for appointment in different affiliated 
colleges in West Bengal which (number) includes 57 recommendations during the period of report; 
all the said merit panels have expired within June, 1998. 

(2) Advertisement No. 1/97 for empanelment of prospective lecturers was published [(Vide G.O. No. 
602-Edn (CS) dt. 19-06-97 on July 19, 1997.] Altogether 3724 candidates have applied for empanelment 
in 30 subjects/disciplines. The interview process for 11 subjects has been completed and the 
merit panels in 10 subjects. have already been published. As on date (Feburary 26, 1999) 
265 recommendations for appointment as Lecturers have been made and the process is 
continuing. 

(3) In terms of Advertisement No. 2/97 (published in December, 1997) for selection of Principals to fill up the 
vacant posts in different colleges in West Bengal, interviews were held for 14 days during May, 1998. Out 
of 97 vacant post of Principal, only 45 recommendations could be made during the period of report. 


State Level Eligibility Test (SLET) for Lectureship in Universities and Colleges (accredited by UGC). 


The Government of West Bengal, in 1992-93 by an amendment to the West Bengal College Service 
Commission Act, 1978 (Bill No. 41 of 1992), nominated the West Bengal College Service Commission as the 
"State Agency” for holding the State Level Eligibility Test (SLET) for lectureship in Universities and Colleges. 
The standard of SLET is the same as that adopted by the National Level Eligibility Test (NET) held by the University 
Grants Commission (UGC)/CSIR. The success at SLET/NET is a pre-requisite for appointment to the posts of lecturer 
in the broad disciplines of Arts, Sciences and Social Sciences in any University or Institution deemed to be а University 
or Colleges (both Government andnon-Government, including those established and administered by а religious or 
linguistic minority). 

The WBCSC as a "State Agency" conducted the first SLET in 1994 in 17 identified subjects / disciplines, the 
second SLET in 1996 for 18 subjects and the third SLET in 1997 for 20 subjects. The success rates at the three 
tests are 17.0, 10.3 and 11.5 per cent respectively. The fourth SLET in 18 subjects has been conducted on December 
30, 1998 in eleven centres of the State. Out of 5617 candidates enrolled for 18 subjects, a total of 4356 candidates 
actually appeared. The assessment process has set in.

The State Government have continued to acquire buildings associated with the memory of great personalities 
with a view to preserving the building and promoting cultural and academic activities. The house of Pandit 
Iswar Chandra Vidyasagar at Vidyasagar Street, Calcutta and the house where Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 
was interned at Kurseong were acquired during this financial year. 


2.14 SCHOLARSHIP AND STIPEND SECTION 

In order thatno brilliant student is prevented because of poverty from pursuing an academic career, various 
schemes of National Scholarships for post-matriculation studies were initiated by the Government of India in 
1961-62. Since then, these schemes have been continued from year to year. 

The Scholarship and Stipend Section of the Education Directorate, Government of West Bengal looks after the 
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following Scholarship /Stipend Schemes: 
1. National Scholarship (N.S.) on the basis of results of Madhyamik Examination of West Bengal Board of 
Secondary Education and West Bengal Board of Madrasa Education: 
2. N.S. based on the results of Higher Secondary Examination of West Bengal Council of Higher Secondary 
Education. 
3. N.S. on the basis of results of B.A./B.Sc./B.Com. Hons. Examinations of various Universities in West Bengal. 
4. N.S. for Teachers’ Children. 


Scholarship is awarded for Post-Matriculation studies in Hindi witha view to encouraging the study of Hindi in 
non-Hindi-speaking states and making available to Governments of these states suitable personnel to man teaching and 
other posts where knowledge of Hindi is essential. 

National Scholarships and Hindi Scholarship Schemes are funded by the Central Government. At present the total 
number of N.S. holders from the State of West Bengal is 3176 (out of total of 38,000 all-over the country). 

The D.PI. Special Stipend on the basis of the results of Madhyamik Pariksha and В.А. /B.Sc. / B.Com. examinations 
are offered and funded by Government of West Bengal. 

Anumber of scholarships out of the Nizamat Stipend and the Mohsin Trust Funds are also released by West Bengal 
Govemment. 

The total number of National Scholarships released exceeded 2500 in 1998-99. Merit certificates were issued to 
another 3000 students. About 500 students received the Р.Р]. Special Stipend and stipends from the Nizamat and the 
Mohsin Trust Fund. 

Inspite ofearnestefforts by all staff members of Scholarship section (Education Directorate), the actual disbursement 
of the Scholarship /Stipend to scholars is inordinately delayed due to multiple reasons beyond our control (e.g. incomplete 
or inaccurate or non-availability of data from scholars and respective school/college / university authorities, late release 
of funds from the Central Government, postal delay еіс.). 


2.15 PHYSICAL EDUCATION 

Acapital outlay of Rs. 35 lakhs has been made in the budget for the construction and renovation of buildings of 
four Government Physical Education Colleges. The construction of the building of Government College of Physical 
Education for Women, Dinhata and of a new building of the institute of Physical Education, Hastings House will 
start shortly. The renovation of old buildings of Post-graduate Training College for Physical Education, Banipur is in 
progress. The construction of new administrative building and boundary wall of this College has been completed. 

The budget provision for physical education facilities in non-Government colleges is Rs. 55 lakhs. The 
Tenth Inter-Government College Athletic Meet and the Eighth Inter-Government College Football Championship 
were held at Yuba Bharati Krirangan, Salt Lake, Calcutta between 15th and 21st February, 1999. 


2.16 BUDGET OF THE HIGHER EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 
The total budgetary provision for the year 1998-99 was Rs. 411,19,68,000, out of which the amount provided in 
the Plan budget was Rs. 33,50,00,000/-

CHAPTER—3 
HIGHER EDUCATION DURING THE LEFT FRONT RULE 


Coming into power in 1977, the Left Front Government pledged to set up an education system that 
would be scientific as well as national. The pledge arose in the context of widespread disruption of normal 
life in the towns and villages of West Bengal in the early seventies, when an unprecedented lawlessness and 
violence were let loose which, in their turn, did considerable damage not only to the moral fibre of the 
society but also to the social base on which higher education operated. Also a whole generation of students 
were victims of deferred examinations, campus violence and mass copying. Teachers were intimidated by 
hooligans, faced an uncertain future as there was no security of their tenure of service. Their salaries were 
not paid regularly and there were no retirement benefits worth the name. The management of educational 
institutions was left to people without any link with the education world and many colleges faced a bleak 
future because of irregular and inadequate financial provisions by the earlier Government. The first task of 
the Left Front Government was, therefore, to restore discipline in the field of education, bring about stability 
and instil a sense of safety and security among the students, teachers and guardians. 


By ensuring a much wider participation of the people, the new Government was soon able to bring 
about discipline and stability in the colleges and universities of the State. Governing bodies of the colleges 
and academic bodies of universities were reconstituted in a democratic manner, with larger participation of 
teachers, students and employees. Having provided with adequate security of services and having assured 
of the protection of their rights, the teachers, students and employees in all institutions were thus guaranteed 
of favourable environment in which serious academic pursuits would again be started. Efforts were made to 
expand the opportunities of study in all the fields of higher education and to improve the quality of 
education. Thus, in a short time, people’s trust and respect for the world of education, particularly Higher 
Education, could be restored. 


In keeping with the decision of this Government to accord a high priority to education, separate 
departments were set up to deal with Primary Education & Secondary Education, Higher Education, 
Technical Education, Non-formal Education and Library Development. The fund allocation for education 
was raised to a hefty thirty-eight per cent and that for higher education to nearly fifteen per cent of the total 
budgetary expenditure of the State Government. In the year 1976-77, when the Left Front Government 
assumed office, the budgetary provision for Higher Education was a mere Rs. 2501 lakh. By 1992-93, it 
amounted to 2,20,43 lakh and in 1993-94 it was 2,64,09 lakh. The budgetary provision this year has further 
been raised to Rs. 4,11,19.68 lakh. 


To satisfy the people’s craving for higher educational opportunities, the Front Government has set up a 
large number of colleges in different districts of West Bengal. This was imperative because of the rapid 
expansion of school education in the State. The State was one of the first to adopt the all India 10+2+3 pattern 
of education. A new university commemorating the name of the great educator-humanist, Ishwarchandra 
Vidyasagar was set up in 1981 in the district of Midnapur, which offers a number of new courses with a rural 
bias. All the State Universities are provided with liberal financial assistance to set up new departments 
and to develop their infrastructure further. A new department to study Astrophysics has recently been set 
up at the University of Calcutta and a Folklore Department has started functioning at the University of 
Kalyani. The State Government has helped Jadavpur University to establish a Second Campus for 
engineering courses at Salt Lake, The Department of Science & Technology has sponsored and financed a 
large number of research schemes in different universities of West Bengal. In spite of acute financial crunch, 
the State Government did seldom hesitate to provide grants for research and libraries of the universities of 
West Bengal. 


The Government College of Art and Craft, which previously awarded diploma only, has been turned 
into a degree college. It is offering a post-graduate degree in visual arts from this year. The Bengal 
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Engineering College, Howrah, a premier technological institution of the country, has been transformed into а 
Deemed to be University. The Government is thinking to set up another deemed university by upgrading 
the status of Sanskrit College, which played a pivotal role in the Bengal Renaissance. 

Two Advanced Centres of Study in Presidency College, one in Economics and the other in Geology, are 
being reinforced by providing them with adequate grants. Technological colleges are being strengthened and 
the College of Textile Technology, Serampore has started the M. Tech. Course. In the College of Physical 
Education, Banipur, M. Phy. Ed. Course have been opened. Five new Engineering Colleges have been 
established this year. 1 

The Government is fully aware that institutions with traditional orientation will not be able to cope with 
the demand for higher education. Distance Education Centres have, therefore, been opened at Burdwan and 
Vidyasagar Universities and the Indira Gandhi National Open University has been given facilities to open its 
study centres in a large number of colleges in Calcutta and the districts. Besides, a State-aided Open 
University, the Netaji Subhas Open University, was established in 1997 to provide opportunities to those 
who cannot pursue higher education due to socio-economic conditions, inaccessibility or other limitations. 

Thanks to the unstinted efforts of our university and college teachers, our students have done 
remarkably well at National Eligibility Test and other academic examinations. The ever-increasing outflow 
of our students to centres of advanced studies in India and abroad is an eloquent testimony to the quality of 
higher education in the State. 

In addition to colleges and universities, the Deptt. of Higher Education has set up Netaji Institute of 
Asian Studies in 1981 as a premier research centre for undertaking interdisciplinary research to examine the 
current political, sociological and ecological developments in the South and South-East Asian region. More 
than twenty-five projects have been undertaken by the Institute besides the publication of a quarterly journal 
and a few important monographs. 

The West Bengal Urdu Academy and Paschimbanga Hindi Academy have been set up by the Education 
Department to work for the strengthening of the study of these two major Indian languages in the State. 
These two academies have published a number of books and monographs and instituted a number of prizes 
to honour distinguished scholars in their respective fields and to encourage meritorious students of the 
languages. 

As a follow up of the recommendations of the Ashok Mitra Education Commission, 1992, whose report 
has been marked as a milestone by the academic circles in the country, a number of steps have been planned 
by the Higher Education Department. Restructuring of syllabi, reforming the examination system and 
improving the quality of education have been given priority in the agenda of higher education in the years to 
come. Honours courses are being opened in phases in different colleges where there is a strong local demand 
for these subjects and feeder schools for which exist in large numbers. Modern courses like computer science, 
women's studies, tea technology, fisheries and study of theatre and films have been instituted in different 
colleges and universities. Steps have been taken for introduction of vocational subjects in higher education in 
the State. A large number of colleges are collaborating with universities and autonomous institutes to 
provide computer study facilities. Administrative approval has been given towards the establishment of 
seven new degree colleges this year. Establishment of some more colleges are under active consideration of 
the Government. A number of new colleges have been set up in the hill areas of the State and the older 
institutions are being strengthened and diversified. 

West Bengal is one of the few States where capitation fees and gross commercialisation are absent in 
higher education. Teachers of non-Government colleges are paid dearness allowance and other benefits 
almost at par with other Government employees and retirement benefits have been made more liberal in 
recent years. Compared with the situation in other States, the higher education scene in West Bengal is 
marked by a confidence about its purpose, as by academic peace and stability. 

In West Bengal, the main thrust of higher education would be to improve the quality of education along 
with the expansion of educational opportunities. A Council of Higher Education has been set up to give a 
direction and plan for future course of action in the field of higher education in the State. Eminent 
educationists have been associated with the Council and experts from other States are being contacted to 
make the Council's work more purposeful and effective. West Bengal has long been regarded as a forerunner 
in the field of education and culture by people of other States. Our task will be to revive the glory and to 
restore the State to its rightful place of prominence in the academic map of the nation.

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ENGINEERING AND TECHNOLOGICAL EDUCATION 


41 ENGINEERING AND TECHNOLOGICAL COLLEGES 


The Higher Education Department has given a high priority to the development of education in 
engineering, technology and management with a view to meeting the emerging demand by the industry 
as well as educational, research and development organisations. It has encouraged the introduction of new 
courses in engineering and technology, viz., Computer Engineering, Information Technology, Electronics & 
Communication Engineering, Bio-technology, Environmental Science & Engineering in engineering colleges 
and Universities. Furthermore, in view of the constraint in resources, it has enlisted the support of the private 
sector in setting up new engineering colleges. 


Since 1995, new engineering colleges have been coming up in the State: the Kalyani Engineering College 
in 1995, the Haldia Institute of Technology in 1996, the Institute of Engineering and Management (Salt Lake, 
Calcutta) in 1997 and the Bankura Engineering College, the Murshidabad College of Engineering and 
Technology (Berhampur), the College of Engineering and Management (Kolaghat), the Asansol Engineering 
College and the Netaji Subhas Engineering College (Bantola, Calcutta) in 1998. 


Under-graduate and post-graduate degree courses in different disciplines of engineering and technology 
are offered by the Faculty of Engineering & Technology, Jadavpur University, the Bengal Engineering College 
(Deemed University), the Departments of Applied Science & Technology, Calcutta University and the 
Regional Engineering College, Durgapur. The laboratories, workshops and other facilities have been 
improved in these Institutes. The Bengal Engineering College (D.U.), Howrah, has introduced degree courses 
in Electronics & Tele-Communication Engineering and Computer Science & Technology. Degree level 
engineering and technological courses are also offered by institutes under direct control of Higher Education 
Department, namely, the Jalpaiguri Government Engineering College, Jalpaiguri, the College of Textile 
Technology, Serampore, the College of Textile Technology, Berhampore, the College of Ceramic Technology, 
Calcutta and the College of Leather Technology, Calcutta. All these Institutions have revised their course 
curriculum as per requirements of the industry. 


The State Government has introduced a post-graduate course leading to M.Sc. (Tech.) in Textile 
Technology at the College of Textile Technology, Serampore. A new course of B.Tech. Degree in Jute and Fibre 
Technology has been introduced at the Institute of Jute Technology, Calcutta. Courses in emerging areas like 
Printing Technology, Power Plant Engineering, Construction Technology and Instrumentation Technology 
have been introduced in the second campus of Jadavpur University at Salt Lake, Calcutta. 


Beside the above developments, the following achievements have been made during the year 1998-99: 

(i) New laboratories have been developed and the construction of a mechanical workshop has been 
completed in the Kalyani Engineering College, Kalyani. The hostel buildings in the campus have 
been renovated for increasing the accommodation capacity of the students. Machinery and 
equipment have been purchased for different laboratories for all the three branches of engineering 
and books have been purchased for the library. Computer facility has been improved. The teaching 
and supporting staff has been strengthened. The intake capacity has been increased form 110 to 180. 

(ii) The existing facilities of the Jalpaiguri Government Engineering College have been improved by 
providing funds for equipment, machineries, renovation, repair and new constructions. 

(iii) Haldia Institute of Technology, a State Government-aided private Engineering College, started 
functioning from the academic session of 1996-97. The construction of hostels, workshops and 
laboratories is in progress. The intake capacity has been increased from 128 to 180. 
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(iv) The second campus of College of Leather Technology at Salt Lake has started functioning and 
the laboratory, library and other facilities have been improved. Computers have been provided 
for a new laboratory. A degree course in Footwear Technology has been introduced and a 
Post-graduate course in Leather Technology will be introduced shortly. 

(v) The existing facilities in the College of Textile Technology, Serampore, the College of Textile 
Technology, Berhampore and the College of Ceramic Technology, Calcutta have been improved by 
providing funds for purchase of equipment, machineries, books, journals, etc. Construction is in 
progress for increasing the number of classrooms as well as for library and administration. Wool 
technology has been introduced as an elective subject in the Textile Technology course. 

(vi) Funds have been provided for the development of workshops, laboratories, libraries, etc. in the 
B. E. College (D.U.). New Post-graduate courses in engineering and technology have been started 
at B. E. College (D.U.). 

(vii) The Institute of Engineering & Management, Salt Lake, Calcutta has increased its intake capacity 
from 100 to 120. Further extension of classrooms, workshops, libraries and purchase of books, 
furniture, equipment, etc. is in progress. 

(viii) Five new Engineering Colleges have been established during the year 1998-99 as follows:

Classes for the first year students in the above mentioned colleges have been started in time. The 
students have been admitted through the Joint Entrance Examination. 


(ix) For the development of the existing four Technology Colleges of the State, the State Government in 
the Higher Education Department had constituted an Expert Committee vide G.O. No. 264-Edn (T), 
dated 17.06.97, under the Chairmanship of Dr. B. Sen, Ex-D.T.E., West Bengal and Ex-Director, B. E. 
College (D.U.). The Committee submitted its report to the State Government on 15.06.98. Steps have 
been initiated to implement its recommendations. Proposals have been moved for the creation/ 
conversion of posts as per the staff structure suggested by the Committee.

Even after the establishment of eight engineering and technological colleges in the State during the last 
four years, the total intake capacity of the students stands at 2997, which is extremely low in comparison to the 
number of candidates which appear in the Joint Entrance Examination, being approximately 46,000 on an 
average in the last three years. The State is also lagging behind many other States of the country as far as degree 
level engineering & technical education is concerned, as will be evident from the following Table:

Development of new laboratories, purchase of machinery, equipment, books etc. and renovation and 
construction of class-rooms, hostel buildings, etc. at Kalyani Engg. College, Kalyani. 


Based on the recommendation of the Expert Committee constituted for the development of 4 (four) 
Technology Colleges' renovation and construction will be undertaken alongwith purchase of machineries, 
equipment, etc. for enhancement of intake capacity and also for introduction of new courses as the case 
may be. Staff structure has to be re-oriented for the best academic interest of the Technology Colleges and 
a few posts have also to be created while a few other existing posts have to be abolished. 


State Government has approved the proposal for establishment of some more private Engineering 
Colleges and Management Institutions which are expected to come up in Calcutta & around and in 
different parts of the State in the coming academic session of 1999-2000. In the said Engineering Colleges 
the courses introduced will be mainly in the emergent fields like Computer, Electronics, Information 
Technology, Instrumentation Technology, etc. 


State Government has keen interest in setting-up of a State-Technical-University to maintain the 
uniformity of the Higher Technical Education System in the State and to maintain the quality while 
enhancing the quantity through the recent growth of the Higher Technical Education System in the State.

Bengal Engineering College (Deemed University), formerly Bengal Engineering College was established 


in 1856. A one hundred and forty-year tradition has made the constitution secure in its roots 


and therefore 
forward-looking. 


In 1992 the College became a "Deemed University" and came at par with other autonomous institutions 
like the IITs, ISIs, etc. 
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Academic Programmes 


The College offers under-graduate courses leading to В.Е. /В. Arch. degree in eight engineering branches 
with a total intake of 367 students per year. The non-engineering branches (Physics, Chemistry, Mathematics, 
Geology & Humanities) offer various courses to the students of all branches. 


Post-graduate courses (3-semester) are offered in seven disciplines and a 6-semester course in Master of 
Computer Applications is run by the CST department. Some of the non-engineering departments have 
submitted proposals for offering P.G. courses. 


The Deemed University continually upgrades its courses and revises syllabi to incorporate the advances 
in science and technology and the world of knowledge at large. Such an open attitude is reflected in general in 
the dynamic attitude of the academia. 


The University offers 10 Doctoral Fellowships and till date 40 Faculty members and scholars have 
registered for Ph.D. in various disciplines. The University has also been approved as a QIP centre for M.E. 
Course in Civil, Electrical Engineering, Computer Science & Technology etc. 


Academic departments organise continuing education programme both long-term and short-term like 
PG part-time Evening Courses, Summer and Winter Schools independently. The departments also regularly 
organise Seminars / Workshops /Conferences for working engineers in collaboration with the industries and 
professional societies of National & International level. PG Courses on IT and MBA Courses for working 
Engineers will be introduced very soon. 


Research & Development Activities 


In addition to routine post-graduate programmes, the academic departments are actively engaged in 
various research and consultancy projects, sponsored by International/National/State agencies, namely 
NASA-USA, NORTEL-USA, FUJISH-JAPAN, WFP-USA, Solid Waste Recyling-Japan, World Bank Project, 
Ocean Naval Res. Inst., Boiler Emission Upgrade—CIDA. JEO JUTE-UNDP, AICTE, DST, ISRO, CSIR, UGC, 
MHRD, Bhaba Atomic Research Centre, Electronics Commission, National Metallurgical Laboratory, State 
Engineering Departments, etc. Funding has also come from NASA, USA, IJIRA & IJMA, World Bank (IMPAC 
Project), SAIL, Ocean Naval Research and Coal India Ltd. 


Various kinds of state of the art activities through different grants have been initiated by different 
departments. 


The Applied Mechanics Department has undertaken the modernisation of Dynamic Lab., development of 
Biomechanics Lab., development of Computational Mechanics Lab. and others. The CAAD and GIS Lab. are 
being developed by the Architecture Department. The Civil Engineering Department has among other 
projects, made notable progress by setting up a project for development of Low Cost Materials for Rural 
Housing & Application of Geo-Textiles in Erosion Control. The CST department has undertaken several 
projects notably the Moving-base INS Alignment (funded by DRDO) and the Robot Vision & Neural Net 
Computation (Funded by MHRD). The Electrical Engineering Department has made remarkable progress in 
projects related to Efferent voltage control, Microprocessor-based systems for power sector & Modernisation 
of simulation laboratory. The Mechanical department has vast inputs in the projects related to CAD laboratory. 
The Metallurgy department has been remarkably progressing in several areas such as development of High 
Strength Ferrous Alloys and Standardisation and Diffusion of an appropriate technology for Artisan-based 
Metal Industry. The Mining Engineering Department, though having a small faculty strength, has successfully 
completed the project for Benchmarking of large open cast mines in India as also the Compromise of Safety 
Engineering for modern coal face machinery. The supporting departments have, despite severe fund crisis 
managed to have their mark. The Chemistry Department is working on a MHRD project which concentrates 
on studies on Optical and Magnetic properties & Electrical Conductivities of different transition metal 
compounds in different oxidation states. The Mathematics Department is working on removal of obsolescence 
and on techniques of Non-linearity in Partial Differential Equations. The Physics Department with limited 
faculty strength has done laudably in development of Non-destructive Testing Laboratory and Electroceramic 
Processing & Characterisation Laboratory. 
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Promotion and Transfer of Technology 
Environmental Engineering Department of this University has developed a new Technology for Arsenic 
Removal which was sold to an exporter Company and the Company is manufacturing the unit in the name of 


Amal Arsenic Removal Machine. 

Mechanical Engineering Department has developed a new technology for Air Pollution which has been 
adopted by a number of foundries at Howrah. A large number of researches are going on to develop new 
technology for its transfer from laboratory to the field. 


Technical Support Services 
Apart from research and development works some notable achievements are given below: 
1. To evaluate the technology and other technical parameters in the project—Rajiv Gandhi Drinking 
Water Commission all over India. 
2. Revised planning on International Airport, Calcutta. 
3. Renovation and modernisation of Great Eastern Hotel, Calcutta. 


Achievement and Vision 

The university already started to spread its wings in various fields like R & D, Managerial Development 
and Information Technology. In this context infrastructure development and consolidation of academic 
programmes are felt necessary. In future, use of modern teaching-aids with the help from Educational 
Technology Centre should be coupled with optimal use of computer network. It is planned to set up a wing for 


mass S & T education. 


With these ideas in view, the following Centres of Excellence are being proposed to be set up: 
(a) Continuing Education Centre for Rural Developments z 
(b) Environmental Engineering 
(c) Materials Science & Engineering 
(d) Centre for Management Studies 
Interaction with the industry personnel through invited lectures is high on the agenda of the already 
established Industry/Institute Partnership Cell of this University. Some new tenure-type positions are planned 
to be created in each department to bring in eminent academicians, technologists and managers from other 
institutes and industries, or even from abroad, to bolster the activities of the individual departments.

IMPROVEMENT OF TEACHING-LEARNING PROCESS 


The Departments /Schools/Centres organised time to time several Refresher Courses and short courses in 
different disciplines. The target group consists of teachers of other Universities, Scientist, Engineering & 
Technologist from R & D, and Industrial houses and members of the NGO. The University conducted several 
Refresher Courses sponsored by U.G.C. such as Economics, Philosophy, English, Geology, Physics and Ocean 
Science and Technology. A large number of short-term courses for the Industry had been conducted by the 
Departments of Engineering and Technology under the sponsorship of AICTE, U.G.C. and Industrial houses. 
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The University through its Inter/Multidisciplinary Schools and Centres organised a number of awareness 
programme in the national priority areas such as Environment, Ocean Development, Energy Water Resources, 
Women Development, Education Technology; Strategic significance of Natural Resources, Global Integration/ 
Disintegration, Nuclear Proliferation, Transportation, Quality Management, Food Safety and Preservation, 
Cognitive Science etc. 


The University in the IX-Plan Period intends to increase the number of Refresher courses of U.G.C. in the 
emerging areas. It also wishes to organise a large number of short and need-based courses in different 
disciplines of Arts, Science and Engineering and Technology. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF ACADEMIC STAFF COLLEGE 

Since 60's, the University started conducting Refresher Courses in different disciplines of Arts, Science 
and Engineering. During late 70's, the University also participated in COSIP-ULP activities in some selected 
disciplines. Till date the University has been identified by U.G.C. to conduct a large number of Refresher 
Courses in different disciplines including multi-disciplinary streams. This adds to project the recognition of 
this University in successful conducting of such courses. Moreover, this being a unitary University, it is 
favoured with the ease of drawing suitable in-house resource persons (who also serve in conducting Refresher 
Courses in other Institutions).

GENERAL INFORMATION 


The University was established on 29th September, 1981 by an Act called the Vidyasagar University Act, 
1981 (West Ben. Act VIII of 1981) after the name of Pandit Iswar Chandra Bandyopadhyay, known as 
Vidyasagar, the great educationist and social worker of Bengal. The University Grants Commission accorded 
recognition to the University under 12B of the UGC Act On 1st March, 1990 . The total area of University 
Campuses in a semi-rural location amounts to 182.75 acres (Main Campus 103.79, Residential Campus 35.09 
and third Campus measuring 43.97 acres to be developed as Centres). - 


The Vidyasagar University is established with a mission to provide an answer to the needs of the region, 
ethnic, socio-cultural and geographical and, at the sametime, not to ignore the demands of mainstream 
education. The University logo with the motto "Education, Knowledge, Progress" embodies the mission 
stated above. 


The University is an affiliating one having a jurisdiction which shall not be extended beyond the limit of 
Midnapore district or any district which may be created in future out of anmy part thereof, Thirty Colleges of 
Calcutta University within the district of Midnapore were initially deemed to have been affiliated to 
Vidyasagar University after ceasing to be affiliated to that University. Thereafter, а few Colleges were 
established and affiliated under this University—the number rose to 36 of which two are Engineering Colleges 
located at Haldia and Kolaghat. 


The teaching in the Post-graduate Departments is being offered in unconventional areas; research is being 
carried out in fields mostly unexplored and extension and field action being geared to the fulfilment of the 
above mission. Post-graduate teaching started initially with six Departments in the session 1985-86 at the new 
Campus. The number of Departments has now been raised to sixteen after the introduction of Master's Course 
in Geography and Environment Management from the session 1995-96. The other courses introduced include 
(a) B. Tech. Course in (i) Chemical Engineering, (ii) Computer Engg., (iii) Instrumentation Engg., (b) Vocational 
Courses: (i) Office Management and Secretarial Practices, (ii) Industrial Fish and Fisheries, (iii) Sericulture, 
(iv) Communicative English, (v) Seed Technology, (vi) Computer Application and (vii) Tax Procedure and 
Practice and (c) Elective subject at the UG level-Physical Education. The Directorate of Distance Education of 
the University is conducting Postgraduate and Bridge Courses in (i) Bengali, (ii) English, (iii) History, 
(iv) Political Science, (v) Commerce, (vi) Botany & Forestry and (vii) Physics & Technophysics. The UGC has 
recognised these courses. 


The University has also set up Extension Centre under which following Self-Financing Courses were 
processed—the first enrolment will be made in July: (i) PGDCA (Postgraduate Diploma in Computer 
Application), (ii) PGBLT (Postgraduate Diploma in Laboratory Technology) and PGDST (Postgraduate 
Diploma in Seed Technology). 


A good number of Post-graduate students of this University were qualified for NET, GATE and SLET. As 
many as 12 candidates were admitted to the Ph.D. Degrees of this University. The number of scholars enrolled 
under various Ph.D. Programmes of the University during this period is 19. The University has accepted in 
principle to introduce M.Phil. Courses in different subjects. 


The fourth Convocation of the University was held on 5th March, 1999 where different degrees / 
diplomas/certificates of the year 1997 were conferred. Mcdals, endowment, prizes and scholarships were 
awarded to as many as 109 recipients.

ADULT CONTINUING EDUCATION AND EKTENSION 

In line with the guidelines for the Department/Centre for Adult Continuing Education & Extension Work 
and Field Outreach sent by the University Grants Commission in 1997, the following activities are undertaken 
by the Department of Adult Continuing Education and Extension, Burdwan University. 


1. Equivalency Programme: 

The Department is involved in the Bardhaman Zilla Saksharata Samity (BZSS) Equivalency Programme 
to standardise existing syllabus of formal primary education with the total literacy programme and has 
prepared a Training Manual named “Samamaner Siksha Karmasuchi—Sikshan Nirdeshika”.

Опе-уеаг Application Oriented Course in Science (both in Life Science and Physical Science streams) for 
one-time pass science graduates from any recognised University to bring them at par with all India 10+2+3 
pattern will be introduced from February, 1999. The theoretical part of the course content will be covered 
through correspondence mode of education while the practicals will be conducted at some selected 
colleges during the vacation. 
A Vocational certificate course of 3 months duration on “Duckery Management” is carried out in 
collaboration with the Polytechnic cell of the M.B.C., Institute of Engineering and Technology, Burdwan. 
Nearly 5000 ducks of Khaki Campbell which produce on an average 280 eggs per year have been provided 
to village level farmers—a view is raising the quality of ducks. 
Various Projects aimed at boosting the rural economy of West Bengal have also been undertaken, for 
example: 

(a) Multiplication of super high-yielding hybrid seeds of paddy (Ajaya + CMS 29A) which is expected to 

give an average yield of 50 maunds per bigha. 

(b) Fisheries: 

(i) Production of major carps (Katla, Rohu, Mrigal) on scientific basis 
(ii) Production of fresh breathing fish (Magur, Singhi, Koi etc.) 
(iii) Production of fresh water prawn.

Along with production on a commercial scale, it is also proposed to undertake a training programme 
for the village level fish-farmers on scientific fisheries management. 

(c). Bio-Fertilisers: 
Through Vermiculture, Azolla culture and use of duck litter, it is proposed to produce an ideal 
bio-fertiliser on a commercial scale. 

(d) Soil and water testing: 
Attempts are also being made to establish soil/water-testing laboratories which will cater to the 
needs of the rural people in respect of testing of samples of soil of the cultivable lands, aquatic bodies 
etc., and that of water to be used for draining purpose.

Efforts are also being made to adopt a village mainly inhabited by the tribals and to develop it as 
a model village with basic civic amenities such as education, health care, energy, road communica- 
tion, etc. 

(f) Efforts are also being made for introducing sericulture by rearing mulberry silk through the 
application of scientific and technological inputs. Side by side, a short-term vocational trining 
programme on mulberry sericulture is also envisaged. 

(g) Efforts will be made to establish a garden of medicinal plants at a suitable site in the University. 
Special emphasis will be given to ethnoherbal (tribal) medicines. 

(h) Computer training programs at different levels and of different duration are also arranged for various 
target groups under the Rural Technology Centre.

ACADEMIC STAFF COLLEGE 

The Academic Staff College of the University of Burdwan has been functioning since 1989. It was the first 
institution of its kind to be set up in West Bengal under the UGC's scheme for teacher's training and 
orientation in higher education, following the education policy of 1986. Situated some distance away form 
Burdwan, it offers Refresher Courses, Orientation Programmes and other meaningful, subject-oriented 
programmes for academic staff development. 


Starting from the middle of June 1989, it has conducted so far 110 programmes—up to December 1998. In 
the academic session (1998-99), it is scheduled to conduct at least seventeen programmes including one 
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Principal's Conference. Thirteen courses including two Orientation Programmes and ten refresher courses 
have been completed in which 201 teachers form different states of the country participated. The Principals of 
the colleges affiliated to the University of Burdwan were invited to a conference over a period of two days to 
discuss, Vocational Courses and the introduction of three-year degree course. The UGC assigned six subjects, 
namely, Physics, Commerce, English, Chemistry, Botany and Economics and two need-based refresher 
courses in Bengali and Library & Information Science. The Academic Staff Colleges during the year published 
a Newsletter called ‘ACADEMY’ and a book ‘PERSPECTIVE IN POLITICAL SCIENCE’. Details of the 
programme of Academic Staff College are given elsewhere.

4 CHAPTER—6 
IGNOU AND OTHER UNIVERSITIES 


6.1 IGNOU (Indira Gandhi National Open University) 


1. A NEW CONCEPT 


The concept of an open University is an important innovation of this century. It aims to bring about 
revolutionary changes in the system of learning through DISTANCE EDUCATION. 
The first Open University (UKOU) was established in England in 1969. IGNOU was established by an Act 
of Parliament in 1985 to achieve the following objectives: 
“ To democratise higher education by taking it to the doorsteps of the students. 
“ To provide access to high quality education to all those who seek it irrespective of age, religion or 
formal qualification. 
° To offer need-based academic programmes by giving professional and vocational orientation to the 
courses. 
• To promote and develop DISTANCE EDUCATION. 
* To set and maintain standards in DISTANCE EDUCATION in the country as an Apex body. 


2. DISTANCE EDUCATION AND OPEN LEARNING 


Distance Education is often confused with Correspondence Education. The distinction between 
Correspondence Education and Distance Education lies in their aims, methods and orientation. Correspondence 
Education is an extension of conventional education. Distance Education aims at varied goals. These include 
personal growth, training for better job prospects and job enhancement, a change in attitude, etc., in addition to 
imparting knowledge. Distance Education allows learning at one's own pace and offers easy entry and exit 
points. It makes life long learning a reality. Distance Education employs a multimedia learning package. It is 
characterised essentially by the advanced learning strategies effected by modern communication technology; 
Correspondence Education, on the other hand, depends mostly on printed materials distributed by post. 


3. GOVERNANCE 
The President of India is the Visitor of the University. The authorities of the University include the Board of 
Management, Academic Council, Planning Board, Finance Committee, etc. 


4. INSTRUCTIONAL SYSTEM 
The University follows the multimedia approach in imparting instruction. It comprises: 
• Self-instructional printed course material packages. 
• Assignments for assessment and feedback. 
° Supporting audio-video programmes. 
° Face-to-Face interaction between the student and Academic Counsellors at Study Centres and Work 
Centres. 
Practicals at designated Institutions. 
Project work in some programmes. 
Work related field project/ functional assignments as per programme requirements. 
Telecast of video programmes on Doordarshan. 
Broadcast of audio programmes by All India Radio (Select Stations). 
Interactive Satellite Aided Communication Network (Teleconferencing). 
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5. STUDENT SUPPORT SERVICES 


Support services are provided through a network of Study Centres scattered all over the country. Study 
Centres are the actual focal points where the learners receive regular information and learning support. Each 
Study Centre is provided with library, audio and video facilities for the students. Senior and experienced 
academics and professionals are engaged in face-to-face counselling to further help them in the learning process. 
The Study Centres are generally located in existing educational institutions and normally function on holidays 
and sundays and in the evening on working days. Each Study Centre ismanned by part-time staff drawn from 
the host institution. To co-ordinate the functioning of Study Centres IGNOU has set up 19 Regional Centres in 
different parts of the coutnry. 


The IGNOU Regional Centre, Calcutta looks after the activities of the university in West Bengal. A list of 
Study Centres under Calcutta is given in the Appendix-B. 


6. EVALUATION SYSTEM 


IGNOU has a three-tier system of evaluation. 
(1) Check Your Progress (self-assessment): This is provided in study materials and is meant for self- 
assessment. 
(2) Assignments (continuous internal assessment): This carries a weightage of 25% to 30%. There 
are two types of assignments. 
(i) Computer Marked Assignment (CMA); and 
(1) Tutor Marked Assignment (TMA). TMAs submitted at the Study Centre are returned to the 
students after evaluation with comments. 
(3) Term End Examination (TEE): This is the major component in the assessment as 70% to 75% 
weightage is given. University holds Term End Examination twice a year (JUNE and DECEMBER). 


7. STRIKING CHARACTERISTICS 


Relaxed entry regulations. 

Study according to one's pace and convenience. 

Flexibility in choosing the combination of courses from a wide range of disciplines. 

Study from one's own chosen place (during the course of study a student can change the opted 
Study Centre to any Centre anywhere in India except for certain exceptional cases). 

• One may sit for Term End Examinations generally anywhere in India and some selected Centres 
abroad. 


° Learners may also pursue their study in any other university while being a student of IGNOU. 
° Cost effectiveness.

IGNOU is а CENTRAL UNIVERSITY under the Ministry of Human Resources Development, Government 
of India. The Degrees, Diplomas, Certificates awarded by IGNOU are recognised by the Association of India 
Universities (ATU) and are at par with Degrees/Diplomas/ Certificates of all Indian Universities /Deemed

* One new Study Centre has been opened at Netaji Mahavidyalaya, Arambagh in the district of 
Hooghly and two Programme Study Centres have been opened at Medical College, Calcutta for 
Postgraduate Diploma in Maternal and Child Care and at the Institute of Engineering and 
Management, Salt Lake, Calcutta for Advanced Diploma in Construction Management and 
Advanced Diploma in Water Resource Management (both leading to B.Tech, Civil) 

* Eight Study Centres have obtained the satellite reception facility of the 
Communication Channel which IGNOU holds in collaboration with ISRO. Most of the students 
across the State will thus get the benefit of live countrywide classes via satellite. This mode of 
instruction via satellite is called Teleconference during which the learners can interact with the

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Resource Persons at the Studio. 
The topper in the country for the Programme, Diploma in Creative Writing in Hindi, was a student 
from this Regional Centre. Ms. Chaitali Paul Chowdhury won a gold medal for her achieve- 
ment. 
An exhibition on Distance Education and Open Learning was organised during the Convoca- 
tion. 
The Study Centres at Siliguri and Darjeeling had participated at the local Book Fair and Career Fair 
respectively. 
Postgraduate Diploma in Maternal and Child Care was launched for the first year and apart from 
the Calcutta Medical College about which reference has been made earlier several district hospitals 
and Medical Colleges were identified as Skill Development Centres and the activities were held 
smoothly at these places. Further, this Centre has been organising Practicals for the Students of 
B.Sc., B.Sc. (Nursing), Computer Education Programmes, Library and Information Sciences, etc. 
Organising practicals for Postgraduate Diploma in Maternal and Child Health and B.Sc. (Nursing) 
which happens to be a multi-dimensional activity had been quite a difficult task. By doing so the 
IGNOU has allayed misgivings in the minds of the people that Practical-based courses cannot be 
handled properly by the methodology of Distance Education and Open Learning. 
We are in process of getting 16 Flats from the West Bengal Housing Board for the purpose of 
accommodation of our staff. The Calcutta Regional Centre of IGNOU is the first Regional Centre 
of the country to provide housing to the staff. 
This Centre has brought out the revised Study Materials for Foundation Course in Bengali. It has 
been distributing the study Materials and Assignments of the Education Course in Bengali of the 
Graduation programme throughout the country. 
The Centre has organised Orientation Programmes in training Academic Counsellors. The 
Programmes were of two-fold nature. 

(a) For Academic Counsellors of B.Sc. at Regional Centre, Calcutta. 

(b) For all Academic Counsellors of Study Centres in the State by way of three Programmes at 
Siliguri, Midnapore and St. Xavier's College, Calcutta. 
Netaji Subhas Open University, the State Open University of Government of West Bengal completed 
its first year of existence on 25th November 1998. The Regional Centre has been contributing in 
several ways in streamlining its activities.

CHAPTER—7 
COLLEGES 


7.1 GENERAL INFORMATION ON GOVERNMENT AND NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 

There are at present 387 institutions of different categories in West Bengal under the administrative 
Jurisdiction of the Higher Education Department. Amongst those Colleges, there are General Degree 
Colleges, Teachers’ Training Colleges, Engineering and Technological Colleges ete. The distribution of 
General Degree Colleges and other Colleges in different districts along with population figure is shown in a 
Table at the end of this Chapter. 

Degree Colleges in this State fall under two broad categories—(i) Government Colleges and 
(ii) Non-Government Colleges. 

Government Colleges are directly controlled by the State Government. The entire expenditure for these 
Colleges are borne by the Higher Education Department. The teaching and non-teaching staff of those 
Colleges are Government employees. 

The Non-Government Degree Colleges are financed by the Higher Education Department either entirely 
or partially. In 1978, the Pay Packet Scheme was introduced for payment of salary of teaching and 
non-teaching employees of the Colleges (Vide the West Bengal Colleges Payment of Salaries) Act, 1978. All 
Non-Government Colleges (including erstwhile sponsored colleges) receive salary under this scheme. 

The following Chart shows the different types of Colleges in West Bengal.

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From the chart, it may be seen that the total number of General Degree Colleges in this State in 1998-09 
is 333 and that of Professional Colleges is 41. The total number of Engineering and Technological Colleges is 
13 only. Seven new Non-Government General Degree Colleges and five new Non-Government Engineering 
Colleges have been approved by the State Government for establishment during the current financial year. 


The General Degree Colleges have a wide variety in enrolment, subjects offered and in educational 
achievements. The poor enrolment of some colleges are due to a weak infrastructure, distance from locality, 
teaching of only pass subjects etc. Steps are being taken for consolidation and improvement by introducing 
diversified courses, honours-teaching facility, etc.

It is seen from the Table that in Calcutta and Hooghly about 65.6% and 70.8% colleges respectively have 
the facility for science-teaching while in remote districts like Malda and Murshidabad the same is about 
37.5% and 35.3% respectively. Moreover, while Calcutta contains 21.7% of the total science-teaching colleges 
in the State, South Dinajpur contains only 1.0% of the same. The contribution of the colleges in the northern 


part of this State towards science-teaching is small. 


Most of the science-teaching colleges teach PhysicalSciences (Physics / Chemistry). Life Sciences (Botany / 
Zoology/Physiology) are taught in a much lesser number of colleges. Subjects like Statistics, Geology, 
Computer Science, Electronics, etc. are taught in a limited number of colleges although there is a great 
demand for those subjects. In view of the above, the Higher Education Department has decided to propose 
affiliation for Computer Science and Electronics in several colleges at both the Pass and the Honours level. 
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It may be noted from the following Table that only 200 colleges offer teaching in Commerce. As regards 
districtwise distribution of these colleges, the percentage is high in only 5 districts, namely, Howrah, 
Hooghly, Burdwan, Birbhum and Nadia, but in other districts it is low.

There are Girls’ Colleges in all districts excepting in Birbhum and North Dinajpur. The oldest Girls’ 
College in the State is Bethune College which was started in 1879. The youngest is Cluny College, Kalimpong 
which: was started in 1998. Besides the above-mentioned colleges, there are some professional colleges 
(Teachers’ Training/Fine Arts/Home Science etc.) which are meant for girls’ students only. Recently a Girls’ 
Hostel for the Presidency College has been constructed in Salt Lake City, Calcutta. 


7.2 GAMES AND SPORTS IN DEGREE COLLEGES 


FACILITIES 

Although games and sports are not included in regular curricular programme of General Degree 
Colleges, adequate importance has been given to the organisation of the same in those colleges. There are 
posts of Physical Instructor/Physical Instructress in all Government Colleges and in some Non-Government 
Colleges. They are entrusted with the responsibility of organising games and sports in respective colleges. 
Grants are released to colleges for purchase of equipment for games and sports. 


GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 2 
Many of ће Government Colleges have playgrounds within or outside. The students of the colleges are 
encouraged to participate in games and sports. An Inter-Government College Athletic Meet is held every year. 


NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 

The picture of the Non-Government Colleges is slightly different. It is understood from available data 
that 105 colleges have playground attached to those colleges, while 25 colleges have playground outside the 
campus. But the playgrounds of most of those colleges are not spacious enough for popular games like 


football or cricket. 
73 HOSTEL FACILITIES IN COLLEGES 

All the Engineering and Technological Colleges have hostel facility. All the Government Teachers’ 
Training Colleges, excepting one, have this facility. Amongst the Government General Degree Colleges, 
however, only ten colleges have it. Amongst the Non-Government Colleges, (General Degree and 
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Teachers’ Training) ninety-three colleges offer this facility. Number of Non-Government Colleges in each 
district having hostel facility is shown below:

present. Fifty per cent of the seats in B.Ed. Colleges are earmarked for teachers deputed by schools. In recent 
years only 25% to 30% of the seats earmarked for the deputed candidates were filled up which indicates that 
the backlog of untrained secondary school teachers has diminished significantly. The oldest Teachers’ 
Training College in this State is David Hare Training College, which started functioning in 1908-09. The 
latest one is Siliguri B.Ed. College, which started in 1990-91 with an intake of 75. The Institute of Advanced

A capital outlay of Rs. 35,00,000/- has been made іп the budget for development projects and 
construction of buildings for four Government Physical Education Colleges. The new administrative 
building and boundary wall of Postgraduate Training College for Physical Education, Banipur has been 
completed. The renovation work of old buildings of this college are on. Besides, Physical Education College 
of Dinhata is expected to start the construction of its college building at a new site with a purpose of shifting 
the college there from Dinhata Government High School premises. The plan and estimate for a new building 
of Hooghly Physical Education College is being prepared. Some new construction at the State Institute of 
Physical Education for Women, Hastings House will soon start. 


The budget provision for physical education facilities of non-Government colleges is Rs. 55,00,000/-. It is 
envisaged that a sum of Rs. 10,00,000/- will be granted for constructing gymnasium in one college and 
Rs. 45,00,000/- for improving physical education facilities in other non-Government colleges in the State. 


As in previous years, in this year also the Inter Government College Athletic Meet and Inter 
Government College Football Championship have been organised. All the 17 Government Degree Colleges 
and one Government College of Art and Craft took part in these sports. 


8.3 ART EDUCATION 


There are two Art Colleges in the State; one of them is a Government College and the other is a 
non-Government College, supported as usual, by the Government for its maintenance.

8.4 LAW EDUCATION 


The introduction of law education in India can be traced to the year of 1827 when the course was 
introduced in Hindu College. When Presidency College came into being in 1855, law education became an 
important department of the College. Various factors, however, compelled this law department to be 
abolished in 1884. Ripon College (now Surendranath College) was granted affiliation to teach B.L. in 1885. 
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The next major step in law education of the State was taken when Calcutta University opened its law college 
in 1909. Since 1970 four more law colleges have come up, along with law colleges at North Bengal and 
Burdwan Universities. The academic status of law education has however, fluctuated over the decades. 
Initially, it had attracted brilliant scholars and produced most of the legal luminaries of the 19th century. 
After the First World War, the legal profession became overcrowded. After the Independence, legal 
graduates came to be in high demand due to industrial and commercial growth and the facilities for law 
education was expanded. Previously, the study of law comprised of 3 years courses but of late a major 
innovation has been made by introducing a 5-year integrated course on the recommendations of the All 
India Bar Council. The course starts beyond the H.S. stage and the first 2 years include apart from some basic 
law courses, English, Political Science, History and allied subjects. The last three years are devoted to the 
teaching of law subjects only. The present position in legal education in the State is enumerated below in a 
summary form:

9.1 GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


There are at present 35 Government Colleges in West Bengal. These are directly controlled by the 
Higher Education Department in collaboration with the Education Directorate and the Technical Education 
Directorate (Higher Education), Government of West Bengal. The oldest of these colleges is the Presidency 
College (originally Hindu College), which was established in 1817. This was followed by Sanskrit College 
(1824), Krishnagar College (1846), Bethune College (1879), etc.

Out of 17 Government General Degree Colleges іп the State, 11 Colleges conduct В.А. and B.Sc. | 
including Honours courses. Four Colleges teach B.A., B.Sc. and B.Com. including Honours courses. Only one 
college each offers Commerce Honours course and B.A. Honours course. 


There are also Higher Secondary Streams in the Degree Colleges. 
Five Colleges have more than one shift. 


The Government Degree Colleges have a long tradition of good standard of teaching-learning facilities. 
Various steps are being taken by the State Government for the overall improvement/development of these 
colleges. Recently some new measures have been introduced as per the recommendations of the Ashok Mitra 
Commission. 


The Government Colleges maintain a uniform standard of teaching as all the teaching staff are recruited 
by the Public Service Commission, West Bengal. The results of some of these Colleges are shown below:

CENTRE FOR ADVANCED STUDY 


Presidency College has a Centre for Advanced Study in Economics. This Centre was started іп 1972 


under the Special Assistance Programme of the U.G.C. The Centre helps in conducting teaching programme 
in B.A. (Hons.), Economics. Besides, it conducts research programmes. Important seminars and workshops 
are also organised by the Centre on various aspects of macro and micro-economics. The primary thrust of 
research in the Centre has been in the formulation of approaches and methods for understanding some 


important problems of Indian economy. Two posts of Professors have been created by the Government of 
West Bengal exclusively for the Centre.

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CONSOLIDATION AND IMPROVEMENT 


These Government Colleges are maintained by the State Government. Their infrastructural and other 
facilities are far better than those of the Non-Government Colleges. The Department of Higher Education 
lends special care for the consolidation and improvement of these Colleges and grants funds on a regular 
basis for the renovation, repair, extension and new constructions. Grants are also released for the equipment 
in laboratories as well as books, journals, chemicals etc. 


MANAGEMENT OF GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


These are generally controlled by the Higher Education Department, Government of West Bengal in 
collaboration with the Education Directorate headed by the Director of Public Instruction, West Bengal. In 
addition, every College has a Governing Body which supervises the normal functioning of the College. The 
Higher Education Department has recently outlined the reconstitution of the Governing Body of 
Government Colleges through a Government order. 


92 NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


Beside the Government Colleges, the State at present has 352 Non-Government Colleges of different 
categories of which 316 are Non-Government General Degree Colleges. The oldest of these Colleges are 
Serampore College established in 1818 under the initiative of the Danish Government. It thus coincides with 
the year of establishment of Hindu College (later Presidency College) in Calcutta. It was followed by 
Krishnath College (1858), St. Xaviers' College (1860), St. Paul's College (1865) and Midnapore College (1873). 
The establishment of the Colleges was, in some cases, associated with the National (Education) Movement in 
India during the British period, such as Surendranath College (1884) and Jadavpur Vidyapith (now Jadavpur 
Vidyapith College of Education). The decadal growth of Colleges (Appendix IB) will show the course of 
development of Non-Government Colleges. It will be seen from the Table that the course of development of 
these Colleges has been uneven. Under the British rule, it was obviously very slow and the total number of 
Colleges from 1811 to 1947 was 55. However, the pace of development of Non-Government Colleges 
accelerated. after 1947. The total number of Non-Government Colleges is at present 352. The Left Front 
Government. in West Bengal has established 96 Non-Government Degree Colleges to meet the public 
demand and to expand the scope of education to the distant regions. Permission for affiliation for teaching 
new subjects іп B.A./B.Sc./ B.Com. (Pass, Hons. Vocational, Physical Education & new emerging subjects) 
level has been granted. The eductional field in the State has been enriched by the contributions of the old 
Rajas, Zamindars, the common public and the Christian Missions, Ramkrishan Mission and some minority 
communities.

Since Independence, the Central and the State Government have appointed various commissions in the 
field of education, the University Education Commission, 1948-49, the Indian Education Commission 
(Kothari Commission), 1964-66 and the Ashok Mitra Commission, 1992-93 etc. for the improvement of 
education and the service conditions of the Non-Government College teachers which were not at par with 
those of the Government College teachers. Steps taken for the improvement of the service conditions of 
teachers of Non-Government Colleges taken since the installation of the Left Front rule in 1997 are 
enumerated below: 


(i) As there was no security in service of college teachers and the payment of their salary was 
irregular, the present Government, after assumption of power, passed the West Bengal College 
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(Payment of Salaries) Act, 1978 by which the security of service and the payment of salaries were 
ensured by the State Government. The Pay Packet Scheme is administered by Education 
Directorate. 


(ii) The Governing Воду of the Non-Government Colleges was democratised by the inclusion of 
elected representatives of the teaching and the non-teaching staff of the college.

Previously the Non-Government Colleges had to deposit 50% of their income in the Government 
Exchequer against the total payment of salary by the State Government. But the Government has 
waived this deposit. 


(iv) Similarly, Death-cum-Retirement Benefit was sanctioned for teachers of Non-Government 
Colleges in 1978. In 1993-94, an enchanced rate of pension and other benefits was sanctioned for 
teachers who had opted for them, making the benefits at par with those of the Government 
College teachers. 


A Pension Cell is attached to the Pay Packet Seċtion of the Education Directorate 
to look after the payment of the Retirement Benefits of the. Non-Government College 
teachers. The State Government, even within its limited resources, has been striving to 
release the retirement benefits to the utmost possible extent. The Deputy Regional 
Education Officer, Jalpaiguri also releases salary for North Bengal Non-Government 
Colleges except Malda district. 


(v) Expansion and Quality Improvement: 


The State Government has concentrated on the decentralization of educational opportunities 
to the rural areas to meet the demands of the people for education. Altogether 96 colleges 
have been established since 1977 in different parts of the State. Also side by side with access 
and expansion, the State Government is equally conscious of the need for improvement 
of the quality of college education. Every year the State Government has been sanctioning 
grants for the development of libraries and laboratories of the colleges. Funds are also 


released for the repair, reconstruction/renovation and extension of college buildings 
every year. 


The responsibility of management of Non-Government Colleges lies with the Governing 
Body of the Colleges. The academic matters of the colleges are looked after by the University 
concerned to which the Colleges are affiliated. These colleges are, however, within 


the administrative jurisdiction of the Education Directorate and the Higher Education 
Department. 


CO-ORDINATION OF PLACEMENT IN NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


The State Government has established the West Bengal State Council of Higher Education in 1994 
and the West Bengal College Service Commission in 1979 for co-ordination and improvement of 
Non-Government Colleges and for making recommendations for filling up the vacancies of different 
categories of posts in Non-Government Colleges. Since then both these bodies have done creditable 
services. The College Service Commission has been successful in filling up the vacant posts of academic 
staff in large numbers and has helped in raising the academic atmosphere in the colleges. (See Chapter 11)

As in Government Colleges, some of the Non-Government Colleges also have been imparting training 
for W.B.C.S. апа І.А.5.

Established in 1981, Netaji Institute For Asian Studies is the only autonomous social science research 
institute sponsored by the Department of Higher Education, Government of West Bengal. Its interdisciplinary 
research agenda centres around two major themes: (a) Indian national movement with particular emphasis 
on the role played by Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and the INA; (b) comparative analysis of current trends in 
South and South-East Asia in the realms of governance, socio-economic developments, political movements 
and environmental issues. 


While the Institute relies on the Higher Education Department of West Bengal Government for its 
maintenance grant, it has been able to mobilise financial support for its research activities from other official 
and non-official grant-making bodies. Two major research projects have received substantial funding from 
government departments: the first from the Ministry of Human Resources, Government of India for the 
research on ‘Development Programmes and the Tribes— The Rabhas of North Bengal’, and the second from the 
Ministry of Environment, Government of West Bengal for working on ‘Natural Hazards and Community 
Response— Anthropo-economic assessment of the Digha Coastal Area’. The funding from Indian Council of 
Historical Research for collecting oral testimonies from the INA activists on ‘Subhas Chandra Bose and INA’ 
continues. 

The Institute brings together professional academics and other interested segments of the society to 
discuss historical and contemporary issues through seminars and workshops. The four recent seminars which 
evoked a wide and rich response were (a) ‘More about the Rabhas’ (November 1998); (b) ‘Confronting the 
Communal Challenge in India’ (11 February 1999); (c) ‘The INA and Indian National Movement: Some New 
Lights’ (20 February 1999); (d) ‘The Status of Women in India’ (31 March 1999). The Institute proposes to 
publish the papers presented in the seminars in the form of Occasional Papers. In May 1998, the Institute also 
organised a seven-day workshop for College teachers on ‘Subhas Bose, INA and India’s Struggle for 
Independence’. The Institute is collaborating with Paschim Banga Itihas Samsad in the SEPHIS funded project 
on ‘Orality and Marginality in post-colonial Calcutta". 

The Library of the Institute is particularly rich on Indian national movement and South Asian regional 
politics. With the help of a grant from the Government of West Bengal an initiative has been undertaken to 
broaden the database on regional developments in Asia. In the financial year 1999-2000, the Institute intends to 
concentrate its academic interest in the following areas (a) Freedom Movementin India; (b) Nation-building 
in South Asia; (c) Asian relations; and (d) Environment Question in South Asia. 

Currently the Institute has the following three faculty members: 

(1) Dr. Basudeb Chatterjee, Professor, Department of Social and Political History. 
(2) Dr. Mamata Desai, Professor, Department of Ethnolinguistics.

10.3 WEST BENGAL DISTRICT GAZETTEERS 


The office of the State Editor, West Bengal District Gazetteers was set up in the late fifties to implement the 
Government of India scheme of revision of Gazetteers which were compiled and published during the British 
rule. It is a small organization consisting at present of the State Editor, Deputy State Editor, an Assistant Editor,

two Reasearch Officers, one Research Assistant and other supporting staff. It is engaged in research, complition 
and publication of gazetteers and other allied literature. There is an Advisory Committee consisting of scholars 
and academicians to advise the State Editor. 

District Gazetteers: The Gazetteers in respect of all the districts except Medinipur have been revised and 
published. The compilation of the gazetteer of Medinipur district is in progress and is expected to be 
completed within 1999 in both Bengali and English. Some of the gazetteers have gone out of print. Steps are 
being taken to reprint them with the latest data. 


. State Gazetteer: А scheme has been formulated to compile State Gazetteers for West Bengal. To A 
publication under this scheme, namely,’A Summary of the Changes in the Jurisdiction of Districts’, initially 
compiled by Late Monmohan Chakraborty incorporating jurisdictional changes, up to 1916, will be brought 
out shortly reflecting the changes up to 1998. Another compilation- West Bengal in Maps- has been planned 
and the work is in progress. 

Reprint of old Gazetteers and allie literature: Under this scheme, the following books have so far been 
reprinted:— 


(1) Annals of Rural Bengal by W.W. Hunter; 


(2) A Statistical Account of Bengal by W.W. Hunter— separate volumes for the districts of Midnapore, 
Hoogly & Howrah, 24– Parganas and the Sunderbans have already been published. 

(3) Bengal District Gazetteer of the districts of Bankura, Birbhum, Murshidabad, 24-Parganas and 
Midnapore have been already brought out. 


The districtgazetteer of Santal Parganas will be published within January 1999. This scheme has become very 
popular with the reading public and has earned this organisation high appreciation from the scholars and 


academicians.

Marketing: Earlier there was по organised arrangement for marketing of the publications of this office. 
Determined steps have been taken in this direction, which have yielded good results. The commission to 
booksellers has been raised from 15% to 25%. Commission at the rate of 10% is allowed to all customers at stalls 
put up in Book Fairs by the Organisation.

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The State Archives of West Bengal is a specialised wing of the Higher Education Department. It functions 
through three sections at 6, Bhawani Dutta Lane, Calcutta-73, Writers’ Buildings, Calcutta-1 and 
43, Shakespeare Sarani, Calcutta. The new functional building at 43, Shakespeare Sarani was opened on 6" 
Pus 1998 and since then a large collection of records of the Board of Revenue has already been transferred 

ere. 


State Archives functions notonly as a repository of old historical records but also as an institution of higher 
learning and research. It maintains liaison with the International Council on Archives, South West Regional 
Branch of International Council and Indian Historical Records Commission. The State Archives organises 
archival seminars and exhibitions from time to time. One of its routine programmes is to hold "Annual Archives 
Week’ celebration in which historical documents are displayed. 


For implementation of a scheme of central assistance and on a request on behalf of the Divisional 
Commisioner, Jalpaiguri teams of archival officers were sent to Jalpaiguri and Cooch Behar Districts in 
connection with the survey of records. A team of archival officers also surveyed the collections preserved in the 
custody of Bankim Sangrahashala, Naihati Municipality and Haraprosad Sangrahashala, Naihati and 
submitted a comprehensive report on that score. 


To facilitate the research work the State Archives has been engaged in preparation of reference media 
including listing of documents, revision of the Guide to the Records, etc. 


In this year the archival officers have been entrusted with the duty of the arrangement of the records of the 
Public Works Department, Board of Revenue, appraisal of records of GCPI and Public Works Department. This 
year also the WBRRSC adopted a resolution for the compilation of Persian records. | 

TheState Archives has a library of its own which hasa collection of periodicals, journals and books, mostly 
secondary source materials for use of advance scholars of history. This year the library has enriched its 
collection by receiving the donation of books in the name of Gurusaday Dutta in addition to its acquisition by 
normal annual purchase. 


The reprography unit of the State Archives has microfilmed а large number of collections of the I.B. records 
and reports on Native Newspaper. 

The conservation unit of the State Archives has repaired a bulk of worn out records through the usual 
process of treatment, viz., deacidification, repair, fumigation, etc.

The Kothari Commission on "Media Transfer” recommended the formation of Book Boards in different 
States with a view to implementing the programme of switching over to regional languages as the medium of 
instruction at the level of higher education. The West Bengal State Foundation for Text Book Production was 


formed in pursuance of the recommendation and was registered under the West Bengal Societies Registration 
Act in 1970. The organisation was renamed in 1972 as the West Bengal State Book Board. 


The Minister-in-charge of Higher Education is the ex officio Chairman of the Governing Body of the Board. 
The Vice-Chairman of the Board is the Principal Secretary (Higher Education) to the Government of West 
Bengal. The Chief Executive Officer is the Member-Secretary of the Board. 

The State Government in the higher Education Department bears the cost of running the organisation. The 
latter also receives assistance from the Central Government for publication of text books. 

The number of publications of the Board has been on the increase. It rose from 643 in 1995-96 to 662 in 
1996-97, 673 in 1997-98 and 691 in 1998-99. 
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The Board publishes mainly text books for use at the undergraduate and postgraduate levels of studies. 
The publications also cover Terminologies, Dictionaries and Science Monograph for use of students and 
general readers. 

The academic disciplines in which the Board has so far published books are as follows: 


(1) Agriculture, (2) Botany, (3) Chemistry, (4) Commerce, (5) Defence Studies, (6) Economics, (7) Engineering

After merger of Chandernagore, the Institute was transferred to the Administrative control of the State

AIMS AND OBJECTIVES 

The Paschim Banga Hindi Academy was founded in 1990 under the administrative control of the 
Department of Higher Education, Government of West Bengal. 

The main objective of the Academy is to promote the study of Hindi language and literature in the State of 
West Bengal, especially among the non-Hindi-speaking people, both rural and urban. Other objectives of the 
Academy are: Зуд 

(1) to encourage and undertake translation of Bengali elassics and scholarly works in Bengali on literature, 
history,science and technology into Hindi; 1 à ; 

(2) to publish Hindi text books for different classes following the syllabi and curricula meant for non- 
Hindi speaking people; 5 

(3) to undertake апа encourage research іп Hindi language апа literature, etc. 


STRUCTURE 


The Academy has a General Council consisting of 61 members and a Governing Body consisting of 23 
members. The Governing Body of the Academy has constituted five sub-committees, Sri Jyoti Basu, the Chief 
Minister, Government of West Bengal and Sri Ayodhya Singh, a veteran politician and editor of the Hindi 
weekly Swadhinata are the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman respectively of the Academy. 
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10.8 NATIONAL SERVICE SCHEME (М.5.5.) 


The National Service Scheme was launched on 24.09.1969 throughout the country. The NSS has 16 lakh 
volunteers of whom the State of West Bengal accounts for 30,000. The scheme is carried out in Universities, 
Colleges and Higher Secondary Schools. 


Community services rendered by the students in University, College and Higher Secondary School 
included (a) adoption of villages for intensive development work, (b) carrying out medico-social surveys, 
(c) setting up of medical centres, (d) programmes of mass immunisation particularly Pulse Polio 
Immunization, (e) sanitation drives, (f) adult education programmes for the weaker sections of the comm unity, 
(g) blood donation and (h) helping patients in hospitals. 


The NSS volunteers did a commendable work during natural calamities such as floods and cyclones. 


The NSS in West Bengal held special camping programmes highlighting the theme “Youth for Sustainable 
Development with special focus on Watershed Management and Watershed Develo pment.” The State 
Government released funds in 1998-99 to match the Central Government's share for organising special camps 
as well as regular programmes, 


The NSS conducted a number of symposiums in Colleges and Higher Secondary Schools under the 


programme “University Talk AIDS”, sopnsored by the Ministry of Human Resources Development of Youth 
Affairs and Sports, Government of India. 


A contingent of two officers and ten volunteers took part in the Republic Day Parade in New Delhi on 
26" January 1999, 


A meeting of the NSS key functionaries was held in New Delhi оп 16.11.1998, An officer of the State 
Government attended the meeting. 


The NSS has been extended to the newly created West Bengal University of Animal and Fishery 
Sciences. 


10.9 NATIONAL CADET CORPS (М.С.С) 
NCC: AN INSTITUTION 


National Cadet Crops (NCC) has its genesis in the University Corps, which was created under the Ind ian 
Defence Act, 1917 with the object to make up the shortages of the army. In 1920, when the Indian Territorial Act 
was passed, the “University Corps” was replaced by the “University Training Corps (UTC)". In 1942, the UTC 
was renamed as the University Officers, Training Corps (UOTC). The need to create а youth organisation at the 
national level to train the youg boys and girls to be better citizens and future leaders of the country in all walks 
of life, including defence forces, was realised by our leaders. A Committee under Pandit H. N. Kunzru was set 
up in 1946 at the behest of Prime Minister, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. 


The NCC came into existence on 16" July, 1948 under the NCC Act XXXI of 1948 under the Ministry of 
Defence (MOD) with the following aims:— 


(a) to develop character, Comradeship, ideals of service and capacity for leadership in the youth of the 
country 

(b) to stimulate interest in the defence of the country, by providing service training to youth; and 

(c) tobuild up a reserve to enable the Armed Forces to expand rapidly in a national emergency. 


INDUCTION IN NCC 


The induction into the NCC is on voluntary basis. Students both boys and girls can join at the age of 


13 years in the Junior Division (10) /Junior Wings (JW), from Class VIII to X and in the Senior Division (SD) 
Senior Wing (SW) from Class XI onwards, 


In the State of West Bengal, the enrolled strength has risen from 20,000 Junior Division Cadets in 1948 to 
83,500 Cadets in 1998. 
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GROWTH OF NCC 


The NCC was given an inter-service image in 1950 when the Air Wing was added, followed by the Naval 
Wing in 1952. While elementary military training was given to school students (cadets of JD), college students 
(cadets of SD) were trained as potential officers of the Army. For this purpose, units of Armoured Corps, 
Artillery, Engineers, Signals, Infantry and Medical Corps were introduced in the NCC on the lines of the Army. 
Earlier, in 1949, the Girls’ division had been brought in to give equal opportunity to school and college going 
girls. In 1952, the NCC curriculum was extended to include community development. 


By 1960, the demand for NCC Units in schools and colleges allover the country had gone up substantially. 
to meet the growing demand, another organisation, named the National Cadet Corps Rifles (NCCR), was 
introduced. The NCCR was merged into the NCC in 1964. 


ADVISORY COMMITTEES 


The functioning of the NCC is the responsibility of the Centre as well as the States. 
(a) Central Advisory Committee (CAC): The NCC functions under the overall supervision of the CAC, 
constituted under the provisions of Section 12 of the Act. 
(b) State Advisory Committee (SAC): Each State has SAC on the lines of CAC. Senior officials of the State 
Government, Educationists and State DDG NCC comprise this committee. The SAC meets every year 
to oversee and advise on the functioning of the NCC in the State. 


ORGANISATION OF NCC IN THE STATE OF WEST BENGAL 


The NCC Directorate, West Bengal & Sikkim comprises six NCC Group Headquarters and 51 NCC Units 
providing NCC overage in 7 Universities, 192 Colleges, 560 Schools spread across 20 districts in the States of 
West Bengal & Sikkim with an authorised cadet strength of 93, 135.

CIVILIAN STAFF 


Allthe State NCC Dtes have civilian staff of various categories to function efficiently. This staff at the Dtes 
is financed by the Central Government. Staff at the Gp Hqrs and the NCC Units is funded by the respective 
State Governments. Today, there are a total of 55 (51 posted) civilian staff enrolled with the Central 
Government and 1137 (751 posted) with the State Government. 


NCC ACTIVITIES IN THE STATE 


The NCC activities have undergone a sea change from its inception to the present-day. From drill and 
weapons training in the beginning, the spectrum of NCC activities has expanded considerably including 
games and sports. These can be broadly divided into five distinct categories, namely, Institutional, Training, 
Community Development, Youth Exchange Programme, Sports and Adventure Training. 


Institutional Training: Drill, shooting, physical fitness, map-reading, first-aid, gliding /powered flying, 
boat-pulling, sailing and camp training form part of Institutional Training. Camp Training consitutes the most 
important part of NCC Training. In camps, young cadets get the thrill and joy of outdoor and community 
living. All India camps such as National Integration, Leadership, Nau Sainik, Vayu Sainik, Army Attachment, 
Republic Day and Independence Day Camps, in which cadets from all parts of the country work together, 
contribute greatly towards promoting national integration. These camps widen the horizon of the young 
cadets and provide them an opportunity to forge bonds of national brotherhood. 


Community Development: The purpose of organising these activities is to make our young people 
conscious and sensitive to the needs and problems of their fellow-countrymen. Some of the major community 
development activities include Flood Relief (carried out in Malda and Murshidabad in recent floods), blood 
donation, adult litercy, anti-dowry, anti-leprosy, anti-drug, tree plantation, work in Cheshire homes, eye 
donation and construction or roads. Environmental Programmes, especially in connection with developing 
wastelands and afforestation are receiving greater attention. 


Youth Exchange Programme (YEP): With a view to increasing international understanding and heighten 
awareness, the NCC has YEP with Youth Organisations/ NCC of ten countries, namely, Australia, Bangladesh, 
Bhutan, Canada, Maldives, Nepal, Singapore, Sri Lanka, Trinidad & Tobago and the United Kingdom. The 
YEPs include mutual visit by up to 24 cadets for a period of one week to three months. Cadets carry out 
community development work and study history, culture and socio-economic conditions of the YEP 
countries. 


Sports: The CAC, in November 1996, decided to include games and sports in the curriculum of the NCC 
to make it more attractive to the students. The first ever NCC Games were held at Jawaharlal Nerhu Stadium 
in Delhi from 09 to 15 Aug., 1997, coinciding with 50th Anniversary of India's Independence. The Defence 
Minister opened the Games and the Prime Minister presided over the closing ceremony. Over 1,350 cadets, 
both boys and girls, from all parts of the country participated. This event has now become an annual feature 
and is conducted in the month of August as Independence Day Camp (IDC). 


Adventure Training: Adventure activities are organised to develop special qualities of courage, 
leadership, spirit of adventure and sportsmanship, spirit of camaraderie, teamwork and self-confidence 
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among the cadets. Some oí the activities are Trekking, Rock Climbing, Mountaineering, Para Jumping, Scuba 


Diving, Water Sking, Kayaking, Yachting, Hang Gliding, Para Sailing, 


and Cycle /Могогсусје Expeditions. 


CADET WELFARE, SPORTS AND ADVENTURE SOCIETY (CWSAS) 
It was formed in February 1985. A number of following welfare measures have been introduced for

The Institute is devoted to the study of social and economic problems of India, past and present. 
The ongoing research projects of the Institute are the following:

Pre-Census Population Project of India Sponsored by the Planning Commission and the Registrar General, 
India—The purpose of the project is to compile and publish descriptive and statistical materials on 
any part of India-provinces, districts, cities, towns, taluks, thanas, villages-from the ancient period to 
1870 when the first census was conducted. It is proposed to publish 8 volumes, one volume for the 
period up to 1800, and one for each decade from 1801 to 1870. Four volumes relating to the period 
1801-1840 have been published by the Registrar General, India. The manuscripts for 
2 volumes-Vol. VI 1841-1850 and Vol. VII 1851-1860 are ready for the press. Preliminary work is in 
progress relating to Vol. Гар to 1800 and Vol. VIII for the period 1861-1870. 


· A Bibliography of Bengali Writing оп Social Sciences from 1948 onward Sponsored by the Indian Council of 


Social Science Research (ICSSR), Union Ministry of Human Resource Development—The Institute has 
compiled a bibliography of economic and sociological writings in Bengali up to 1800 with the 
support of the ICSSR. The bibliography of econonmic writings іп Bengali will be published by the 
Paschim Banga Bangla Academy. The Institute has completed a catalogue with annotation of books 
and articles for a bibliography of all branches of social science from 1948 onward. 


< Economic History of India: Documents. 1858-1901—Agriculture and Irrigation-sponsored by the Indian 


Council of Historical Research (ICHR), Union Ministry of Human Resource Development—The purpose of 
the project is to compile documents having a bearing on agriculture and irrigation in India from 
manuscript and published sources. The first phase of the work has been completed and materials are 
being processed for publication. 


· A Bibliography of Bengali Writings on Sociology and Bibliography of Bengali Writings on Science and 


Technology, 1800-1950—The former was sponsored by the ICSSR and the latter by the Indian National 
Science Academy. The bibliographies were completed by 1990. The Department of Higher Education 
has sanctioned a grant to process the materials with due classification and index so that both the 
volumes may be sent to the press at an early date. The work is likely to be completed by March 1999, 


. An Evaluation of Higher Education in West Bengal—The Institute was entrusted with this responsibility 


by the Department of Higher Education, Government of West Bengal. The project is being 
formulated in collaboration with the West Bengal Council of Higher Education. It may be mentioned 
that the Institute conducted an evaluation of primary education in West Bengal at the instance of the 
Chief Minister.

(i) Dr. Haraprasad Roy, formerly Associate Professor of Chinese, J.N.U. New Delhi, and now an 
LC.H.R. scholar associated with the Institute, delivered a lecture on "Role of Trade in Interstate 
Relation between India and China" on 16th May, 1998. 

(11) The Institute organised a meeting on 7th August, 1998, to pay our respects to the memory of the 
Late Professor Ashin Dasgupta, a very distinguished historian. His friends, students and admirers 
assessed his contribution to Indian Maritime History and paid tribute to his scholarship. 


(1) FOUNDER’S DAY ANNIVERSARY 


The Institute celebrated its Founder's Day Anniversary on 8th and 9th June 1998. On the first day, the 
Institute organised a whole-day Junior Research Scholars' Seminar. Seven young research scholars, from 
different Universities of West Bengal, who had just completed or were about to complete their doctoral 
research work, presented papers on subjects of their specialisation. On the second day, Professor Nemai 
Sadhan Bose, former Vice-Chancellor, Visva-Bharati, delivered the Dr. S. P. Sen Memorial Lecture on, "The 
Tradition and Roots of Human Rights in India". Sri Chittatosh Mukherjee, former Chief Justice of the 
Calcutta and Mumbai High Courts and the then Chairman, Human Rights Commission, West Bengal, 
presided over the meeting. The Department of Higher Education, Government of West Bengal provided 
financial assistance to the Institute for organising the whole-day Seminar and the memorial Lecture. 


(ш) ENDOWMENT LECTURES 

(i) The biennial Professor H. K. Barpujari Endowment Lectures were held on 30th and 31st March 
1998. Dr. Sukumar Bhattacharyya, Professor of History, Visva-Bharati University, spoke on "Society 
and Economy in Princely Rajasthan in the Colonial Era". As required by the terms of the 
endowment, a full version of the lectures will be published in the form of a monograph. 

(1) Тһе Nagendra Sekhar Chakravarty Endowment Lecture of the Institute was delivered on 
Ist August 1998 by Professor Haridas Mukherjee, formerly of Presidency College, Calcutta. 
Professor Mukherjee spoke on "Some Aspects of India's Militant Nationalism, 1900-1920". The 
Meeting was very well attended and the discussion was lively. The Lecture will be published in the 
Quarterly Review of Historical Studies. 

(iii) The second Justice Binayak Nath Endowment Lecture was organised by the Institute on 
24th October 1998. Professor Bhaskar Chatterjee of the University Burdwan spoke on "Law 
and Ethics in Early Indian Society". The discussion which followed evoked lively interest 
among the audience.

The Annual Lecture, organised in memory of our former Director, Professor Nisit Ranjan Ray with the 
financial assistance provided by the Department of Higher Education, Government of West Bengal was 
delivered by Dr. Chittabrata Palit, Professor of History, Jadavpur University. Dr. Palit spoke on "Break-up of 
the Joint Family and the birth of Individualism: 20th Century Сајсина". 


(v) ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


The 35th Annual Conference of the Institute of Historical Studies will be held at Agra under the auspices 
of the Agra Historical Society from 12th to 14th March 1999. The Principal theme of discussion at this Annual 
Conference will be—Role of Indian Women in the Struggle for Social Justice and Political Liberation through 
the Ages. The local theme selected for this year is Studies in 19th and early 20th Century Agra. 


(vi) JOURNAL 


During 1998-99 two combined issues (four single issues) of the Quarterly Review of Historical Studies 
have been brought out.

The Indian Association for the Cultivation of Science, established in 1876, is the oldest research institute 
of the country. Dr. M. L. Sircar founded it for advancement of science by original research and its varied 
applications. Prof. C. V. Raman worked here from 1907 to 1933. Dr. Meghnad Saha was its first Director from 
1953 to 1956. It has one of the richest libraries in the country. The various scientific activities and 
achievements during the year are summarised below: 


Solid State Physics

Magnetic properties of single crystals of some chlorides containing rare earth and transition metal ions 
respectively; study of structure of mineral by using Mossbauer spectroscopy; study of thin films of materials 
which exhibit CMR.

emitting devices using organic semiconductors. 
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Materials Science

Analysis; characterisation of non-liner optical (NLO) Crystals e.g. L-argine hydrochloride monohydrate and 
L-argine hydrobromide monohydrate; study of electrical properties of Mn and Co-based magnetic alloys 
exhibiting Giant Magneto Resistance (GMR) at low temperatures and under high magnetic field; 
investigation of electrical transport mechanisms in conducting polymers; study of thin films of 
semiconducting and nanostructured materials; atomic and molecular scattering theory.

The Jagadish Bose National Science Talent Search (JBNSTS) is a unique institution dedicated to the 
search and nurture of talent amongst promising science students of West Bengal and seven north-eastern 
states. It was founded to commemorate the name of Acharya Jagadish Chandra Bose with the idea that 
students exposed to his life and work would develop the same love for science that he held. 


AIMS 


The JBNSTS aims to provide all possible support to promising students who have special talent for 
science so that their promise can bear fruit. Through the years a well-defined charter has developed whose 
aims are to: 


(a) identify talented students of science, engineering and medicine; 
(b) nurture their talents through enrichment programmes; 
(c) help students realise the importance of excellence; 


(d) conserve scientific talent with a view to provide for the nation’s need for science and technology 
personnel. 


PROGRAMMES IN WEST BENGAL 


The programmes of JBNSTS in West Bengal are mainly funded by the Government of West Bengal and 
to a lesser extent by the Ministry of Human Resources Development, Government of India and the Council 
for Scientific and Industrial Research. The programmes are: 

(i) awareness programme 
(ii) scholarship programme 
(iii) nurture programme 
(iv) developmental programme 
(a) The awareness programme involves visit to institutions where undergraduate science, engineering 
and medical students are met and basic information about the relevance of science in today’s society 
and JBNSTS's role in the nurture of gifted science students are communicated to them. This year 
about 2000 students of West Bengal were addressed and information brochures were sent to nearly 
250 Colleges of the State. 
(b) The senior scholarship programme is nearly 40 years old. The scholarship is meant for under- 
graduate studies in science, engineering or medicine at a recognised institution of higher learning in 
West Bengal. A maximum of 12 scholarships and 12 encouragement awards are announced every 
year. The selection of the scholars is made through a rigorous testing process, conducted in three 
phases, which take into account varied aspects of scientific thinking, creativity and personality. 
A list of the senior scholarship awardees is given in the appendix. 
The Best School of the Year award went to Ramkrishna Mission Residential College, Narendrapur. 
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(c) The Nurture programme is meant for the awardees. The objective is to nurture them towards 
academic, intellectual, personal and social growth. The programme includes: 
(i) individual and group counselling оп а regular basis; and 
(ii) talent enrichment by visits to scientific establishments, meeting eminent scientists and 

attending workshops, seminars and colloquia. 

This year the awardees visited the following scientific establishments in and around Chennai—the 
ПТ, the Indian Institute of Mathematical Sciences, the Integral Coach Factory, the Cancer Institute, 
the Madras Atomic Power Station and the Indira Gandhi Centre for Atomic Research. 

(d) The developmental programme is intended to cover the disadvantaged students of rural West 
Bengal. This year a study was conducted with 34 students of Class IX from Purulia district to find 


out the standard of science learning and the problem areas for the students to pursue higher 
education in science. 


PROGRAMMES IN OTHER STATES 


The JBNSTS has undertaken special programmes for the geographically disadvantaged and socially 
diverse seven north-eastern states and three hill districts of West Bengal. These programmes cater to the 
science students at the High School level. They are sponsored by the Ministry of Human Resources 
Development, Government of India and have been in operation since 1991. The programmes are: 

(i) awareness programme 
(ii) workshop programme 
(іі) selection programme 
(iv) follow-up programme 

(a) The awareness programme involves meeting students from Classes IX-XII of schools and apprising 
them of the modern methods of science learning. This year nearly 3,500 students were met and 
information brochures were sent to nearly 700 schools. 

(b) The workshop programme is meant for enrichment and extra-curriculum learning of science. 
Eminent scientists and teachers conduct the workshops. This year two workshops were held—one 
on modern physics with 50 participants and the other on life sciences with 40 participants. 

(c) The selection programme is a series of tests and interviews, called Junior Talent Search Examination, 
for science students of Class XI leading to scholarship and encouragement awards enjoyable till the 
end of Class XII. This year 700 students appeared at the examination, held at 11 centres. A total of 
16 scholarships and 15 encouragement awards were announced. The Best School of the Year award 
went to Ramkrishna Mission Vidyalaya, Viveknagar, Tripura. 

The follow-up programme involves special classes, meeting eminent scientists, special lectures, 
visits to institutions and career counselling for the awardees. This year special vacation classes were 
held in Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics for three weeks at Calcutta.

The Ramkrishna Mission Institute of Culture is a Branch Centre of the Ramkrishna Mission, Belur Math. 


It was established in 1938 in a small rented room in North Calcutta and shifted to Gol Park in 1961. Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru inaugurated it on 1st November 1961. 
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OBJECTIVES 


It has a three-fold aim: (a) proper interpretation and appraisal of Indian Culture, (b) the promotion of 
mutual knowledge and understanding between India and other countries and (c) the promotion of the study 
of cultural heritage of India and of mankind as a whole. From a modest beginning, the Institute has now 
grown into a centre of learning and research, recognised by the Universities of Calcutta, Burdwan and 


Jadavpur and has drawn the interest of many leading scholars of India and abroad and of the general public. 
The following facilities are available at the Institute. 


CENTRES 


(a) Centre for Indological Studies: It promotes the study of Indology for foreign scholars, who are 
provided free /concessional food and accommodation. It also gave financial support to six scholars 
form Slovakia, Russia, South Korea, Canada, Lithuania and Romania in 1998. 

(b) School of Languages: It teaches 13 languages—Arabic, Chinese, English, French, German, Japanese, 
Latin, Persian, Spanish, Bengali, Hindi, Sanskrit and Urdu. It has 6421 students on roll. 

(с) International House: It provides the Institute’s guests and scholars, both Indian and foreign, the 
necessary facilities for Indological and other research and cultural exchange. It helps to create a 
bridge that unites mind and spirit of people of different cultures and traditions. During 1998, more 
than 3000 guests and scholars came to stay here from different countries such as Bangladesh, 
Belgium, Canada, Finland, Japan, Mexico, Nepal, U.S.A. and Vietnam. 


LIBRARY 


The library is the focal point of the Institute’s activities. It contains 2.1 lakh books. On an average 1200 
members use the library everyday. Besides, books are issued to readers for home study. Recently the 
computer system of the library has been upgraded. 


There is also a Children library for children between age 6 and 11 and a Junior Library for young people 
between age 12 and 15, providing facilities for reading and home study. 


MUSEUM AND ART GALLERY 


The museum and art gallery has paintings, sculptures, folk art objects, pata and scroll paintings and 
manuscripts in its possession. Approximately 1500 people visited the place during the year. It also contains 
the Sarada School of Fine Arts and Crafts. A colourful exhibition was arranged by the museum on the 
activities of Ramkrishna Mission during the last 100 years. 


ACTIVITIES 


Research activities of the Institute are in two categories—non-formal and formal. Non-formal research 
aims at in-depth study of different aspects of Indology, resulting in research publications. For formal 
research, a scholar has to get registered with a University and then approach the Institute ‘for 
guidance/financial support. In 1998 the Institute published a research book ‘Cognition of Cognition 
by J. L. Shaw. 


The Institute conducts value orientation activities in four ways—(i) regular sessions of Vivekananda 
Study Circle, (ii) conferences for the youth and teachers in Calcutta and rural areas, (iii) preparation of 
suitable literature for mass distribution and (iv) film shows. 


The sessions of Vivekananda Study Circle during the year focused on (i) Swami Vivekananda's concept 
of education, (ii) West in the eyes of Swami Vivekananda, (iii) Selfless service of Swami Vivekananda, (iv) 
Swami Vivekananda's concept of religion, (v) Swami Vivekananda's ideas of woman liberation and (vi) 
Significance of Swami Vivekananda’s Chicago Address. 

Lectures, discourses and scripture classes continue to be one of the major activities aiming at upgrading 
the quality of human resources by disseminating the ideas of higher values. During the year, the Institute 
organised 344 well-attended functions, of which public lectures were 34, endowment lectures 40, discourses 
117, scripture classes 119, cultural programmes 13 and other programmes 21, 
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The Institute publishes a monthly bulletin, which has now grown into a full-fledged journal covering 
wide and deep areas of eastern and western culture. The Institute’s other publications are equally value- 
oriented which include “the translation of Upanishads', “Religion and Culture’, ‘Swami Vivekananda: Friend 
of All’ and ‘The Ramkrishna Movement’. 


The Institute awarded in 1998 four scholarships of Rs. 1,00,000 each for study abroad. This Debesh 
Kamal Award is made from an endowment fund created with a donation by Sri Debesh Das, LC.S. (Retd.). 
The Government of India and the State Government provide assistance to the Institute to meet its financial 
deficit on a regular basis.

Lam directed to state that consequent upon promulgation of relevantActs for reservation of vacancies and 
posts for candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Backward Classes, the Scheduled 
Castes & Tribes Welfare Department (nor the Backward Classes Welfare Department) initially introduced a 
20-point roster, then a 50-point roster and subsequently a 100-point roster indicating therein the points of 
reservation for the above-mentioned reserved categories. 


2. Government of West Bengal in the Labour Department vide Circular No. 5120(GO)-LW dated 17.10.77 
read with Circular No. 129(GO)-LW dated 25.1.78, No. 130(GO)-LW dated 25.01.78 and subsequent orders/ 
memos issued from time to time in this regard, reserved 30% vacancies for the candidate belonging to certain 
exempted categories for the purpose of filling up of all non-PSC direct recruitment vacancies arising in State 
GTovernment Establishments, State Government Undertakings, Quasi-Government Establishments and Local 
Bodies, and also the points of reservation for such categories were indicated in the 20-point roster at para 4 of 
Labour Department Circular No. 130(GO)-LW dated 25.01.78, 


3. Now with the introduction of the 100-point roster by the Backward Classes Welfare Department 
(erstwhile SC & TW Department) vide their order No. 261-TW/SC dated 06.04.95 it has become necessary to 
indicate in that roster the vacancies reserved for the Exempted Categories. 


4. After careful consideration of the matter and with the concurrence of the Backward Classes Welfare 
Department vide their U.O. No. 375 dated 14.05.97 it has been decided to introduce the following 100-point 
roster showing therein the points reserved for Exempted Categories, for the guidance of the Employing 
Authorities.

in Group ‘D’ posts for ex-servicemen. 


7. In view of the impracticality of indicating specific 
points of reservation for the above-mentioned categories in 


the following manner: 
(a) One point in each block of 36-points of the above 100-point roster shall be filled up by a physically 


handicapped candidate irrespective of the categories. 
(b) Vacancy in Group ‘C’ post at any one point in each “block of 20-points” of the above 100-point 


roster shall be filled up by an ex-serviceman irrespective of categories (except those meant for 
exempted categories). 
8. However, it should be borne in mind that reservation for the SC, ST & OBC is a requirement of a 
statute. Physically handicapped or ex-servicemen may be appointed against SC/ST/OBC vacancies only if 
they belong to SC/ST/OBC. If not they have to be appointed against "General" vacancies.

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9. Itis reiterated that all appointing authorities should ask for names from the Exempted Category Cell of 
the Directorate of Employment to fill up the vacanices meant for Exempted Category candidates. 


10. The relevant notifications issued by the Finance Department relaxing upper age limits for SC, ST, 
OBC, physically handicapped, ex-servicemen and Exempted Category candidates may be kept in view while 
calling for names from the sponsoring agencies concerned and at the time of offering employment. 


11. As no curtailment of existing percentage of reservation for SC, ST and BC can be made, the reserved 
points for SC (EC), ST (EC) and BC (EC) shall filled up by the Exempted Category candidates belonging to SC, 
ST, and OBC only, in case of non-availability of a suitable Exempted Category candidate belonging to SC, ST or 
BC for any of such reserved point, the said vacancy shall be filled up by a non-Exempted Category candidate 
belonging to SC, ST or BC as the case may be. 


12. The guidelines contained herein should be followed with immediate effect in respect of all existing 
and future non-PS.C. non-promotional vacancies that would be filled up.

An Act to amend the Kalyani University Act, 1981. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kalyani University Act, 1981, for the purposes 
and in the manner hereinafter appearing; 


Itis hereby enacted in the Forty-ninth Year of the Republic of India, by the Legislature 
of West Bengal, as follows:—
